ALONG THE LINE OF PARADE, 


Under the Leadership of John Alexander 
MeClernand the Hosts Marched., 


Sprinerrecp, Ll., Jan. 10,—[Special.}—It 
was nearly 1 o’clock p. m. when a man with 
white beard, close cut, a nore like the beak of 
a bald eagle, with an Alpine hat on his head, 
with a sash the shade of a ripe sunflower and 
gold fringe on the end, strapped across his 
front and back like a Marshal of France, 
spurred a bay horse to a standstill on the east 
side of the old Court-House square. The name 
of this soldierly-looking horseman was John 
Alexander McClernand, Grand Marsha! of 
what is called here by the Vemocracy “a 
great day.’’ He was to lead the column 
through the streets, over.to the mansion, and 
thence to the State-House. 

About this man were gathered a number of 
men mounted on bay horses, sorrel horses, and 
one sata gray. These wore blue sashes and 
big rusettes with pictures of the coming Gov- 
eroor. QOne of them wore ear-muffs, and sev- 
eral.wore old-fashioned caps. These cunsti- 
tuted the staff of the Grand Marehal. The 
group of horsernen was awaiting the arrival 
of the various divisions Which were to make 
up the column. Thus did Gen, McClernand 
and his aides give comfort to 100 urchins of 
Springfield who gathered about to wonder and 
admire.

He Takes Up the Gavel in the Senate—He 
and Ray Speak. 

Sprinorietp, IIL, Jan. 10.—[Special.}] — 
But little interest was taken ia the Senate 
proceedings. Only about thirty members re- 
turned to the Senate Chamber after the joint 
session had been dissolved wn the House side, 
There were not more than fifty outsiders. 
Lieut.-Gov. Ray in a feeling speech thanked 
the members of the Senate for their courtesy 
and the officers for their unvarying kindness 
to him, and with modest dignity he intro- 
duced his successor. Lieut.-Gov. Ray said: 

The present occupant of this chair is about to 
resign the memes of his office into the hands of 
the gentleman selected by the people of the State 
of Liiinois last November to administer them for 
the next four years. In doingso I simply desire 
to repeat what I have said on a former occasion, 
that I thank every Senator that has served under 
me, every officer and employé, for the uni- 
form kindness and courtesy extended 
to me, nut only in my official 
capacity, but in a social way. My memories of 
this chamber I will keep and cherish as long as I 
live. I thank you ali most heartily. My relations 
with the new Seratore have been of the most cor- 
dial nature, and I speak for my successor the 
same courteous treatment, the same help I have 
received from the Senators. I know he will re- 
ceive it, and I know he will deserve it. I now in- 
troduce to you Lieut.-Gov. Gill,who will now take 
the emblem of office and assume the Presidency 
of the Senate. 

When the sveech was concluded Mr. Ray 
introduced his successor and retired to take a 
seat beside his old friend Senator Evans, the 
Republivan leader of the Senate.

have a right to expect no inconsiderable amount 
of remedial legislation. It is uunecessary to cail 
your attention to the fact that, in order to effect 
this purpose, painstaking care should be observed 
in adhering strictly to the prescribed rules and 
other established usages governing bodies of 
this character, as well as avoiding animosi- 
ties of whatsoever kind. Good laws benefit all 
alike without reference to sect, creed, or polit- 
ical afliliations, but if personal feelings, party 
prejudice, or deep-seated rancor enter into the 
proceedings satisfactory results cannot be ob- 
tained and such action will not logically con- 
form to the dignity of this assemblage. 

lshall earnestly endeavor to preside over this 
intelligent body in such a manner that party en- 
mity and personal favoritism will be avoided and 
the spirit of fairness and impartiality made ap- 
parent in all my rulings. l realize that my de 
cisions will frequently be questioned, as 
my experience in passiamonhety practice is lim- 
ited, consequently 1 ask the s»pport and coépera- 
tion as well as patient forbearance of every Sena- 
tor on this floor, Let us hope that united action, 
earnestness of purpose, anti conscientious dis- 
charge of duty will prevail, and that the session's 
work will result in the enactment of wise and ben- 
eficial laws, thereby materially aiding to the 
prosperity and happiness of the ple through- 
out our grand Commonwealth. [Applause. }

Senator Noohan’s Resolution Calls for a 
Conimittee to Investigate in Chicago,

committee declared there should be some leg- 
islation to check the evil, but until there was 
a more thorough investigation there could be 
no effective legislation. 


HENRY BOYLE SHOT BY HIS SISTER. 


He Is Wounded in the Shoulder After 
Breaking Into His Mother’s House. 

Henry Boyle was dangerously shot by his 
sister Mary while attempting to obtain en- 
trance to his mother’s house, No. 521 West 
Monroe street, last night. Mrs. Boyle is the 
widow of David Boyle, who accumulated a 
competency as 4 manufacturer-of ice wma- 
chines. He died ‘three years.ago, leaving the 
bulk of his fsa to hie widow; but, ac 
cordimg to *s story, the will provided 
that he should always be given a home at. No. 
521 West Monroe street. 

This shelter his mother appears to have al- 
ways been willing to accord ‘him as long as he 
was sober, but objected to his coming into 
the house when drunk, . When in that condi- 
tion he would imvariably go round to. his 
mother’s house.and raise a disturbance. He 
has, at different times, broken many panes of 
giass in the front of the house. He has been 
frequentiy arrested. by officers of the Lake 
Street Station, but his relatives have invari- 
ably refused to prosecute him and he has been 
discharged. 

Yesterday afternoon Henry put a revolver 
in his pocket and several inches of whisky into 
himself, and arrived at his mother’s house at 
about 6 o’clock. He was refused admission 
and the doors were locked. With the pistol in 
his hand he broke the glass from the area door 
and drew back the bolt; he was unable to un- 
fasten the door-chain, and charged the door 
until he broke it. 

Behind thesecond doer was his sister, Mrs. 
O’Hara. She stood with asmal! caliber re- 
volver in her hand, and warned her brother 
that she weuld shoot if he attempted to break 
in, and, as he atill. persisted in his attempt, 
she fired two shots through the door. 

This had no effect upon the maddened man, 
and Mrs. O’Hara retreated to the top of the 
stairs, leaving Ciarence Foster, a Drainage 
Canal engineer and friend of the family, be- 
low. Boyle ultimately broke in and was 
grappled with by Foster, who succeeded in 
wrenching the revolver from him.

“‘Confound you!” shouted Boyle, as he 
staggered toward the stairs, “ you’ve got the 
guns, but I’ve got a knife, I'll cut your heart 
out when I get up there.” 

“Keep back or I'll shoot,”’ responded his 
sister, as she discarded her light weapon for 
the powerful pistol previously carried by her 
brother, but Boyle still advanced, and, believ- 
ing that he would fulfill his ‘threats, she 
opened tire wn her brother. 

Four shots whistled by his head, but he 
stumbled forward unharmed, and was about 
to seize his sister when he stumbled and rolled 
down two steps just as Mrs. O’Hara fired her 
last shot. The bullet struck her brother just 
above the left shoulder-blade and ranged 
downwards into the body. 

As Boyle fell howli down the stairs 
swearing that he was killed his sister’s cour- 
age gave out and she fell ina faint. The West 
Lake street. patrol wagon removed Boyle to 
the County Hospital, where the ae

TWO HOUSES ARE IN SESSION, 


Kansas Republicans and Prohibitionists

Tormxa, Kas., Jan. 10—[Special.|}—There 

were two Houses of Representatives in session 


here today, two Speakers presiding from the 
same stand, both putting motions at the same 
time, each organization having a complete set 
of officers, and each determined that it shall 
be recognized as the legal body. Neither 
House has yet been recognized by 
the Governor, and tonight both are occupy- 
ing Representative Hall, the members eating 
their meals on their desks, All the afternoon 
the svene was a most turbulent one, but in all 
the exciting scenes the best of good nature 
prevailed.

His duty, he said, was to present to the House 
a list of the members, and that only 
objection was made to his presidi 
from the Republican side. A go 
natured argument followed which was cul- 
minated by the Secretary of State aonounci 
that whenever a presiding officer was el 
he would place the roster of the House in his 
hands, Then he left the hall and both sides 
cheered him to the echo. In the ccnfusion 
that followed Robert Semple, a Populist 
member from Franklin, tuok the Speaker's 
gavel and rapped for order. 

This was the signal for the Republicans to 
act, and George L. Douglass, the Republican 
nominee for Speaker, moved that J. K. Cub- 
bison of Kansas City be elected -‘Teinporary 
Speaker. He put the motion and declared it 
earried after a unanimous “Aye” from the 
Repub! ican side and an egvally unanimous 
*“No”’ from the Populist side had been heard. 
Cubbison prem ptly took his place by Semple’s 
side and both began industriously to swi 
their gavels. he scene that follow 
was almost riotous, The Republican 
program was well understood and motions to 
elect a temporary Chief Clerk and Sergeant- 
at-Arins were peompee put, and the tempora- 
ry organization was effected.

Then the permanent organization was 
made in due form. George L. Dougiass took 
Cubbison’s place in the chair. While this 
was being done by the Republicans the Pop- 
uliste. were following a similar program. 
They made @ temporary organization, and 
then a permanent one with J. N. Dunsmere as 
Speaker. Both organizations appointed .the 
usual committees to wait on the Senate and 
Governor and inform him that the House was 
organized and ready for business. The com- 
mittee that waited upon the Governor were 
neither given official recognition, he asking 
for time to consider their messages. The two 
houses about 4 o’clock suspended all proceed- 
ing and settled down to a game of freeze-out, 
each confident that it was in the mght 
and each determined not to i yield.

Political Careers Finished—Trouble in Get- 
ting New Ministers,

meas, éven apart from the scandals connected 
with the Panama trial. The political careers 
of Floquet, De Preycinet, Burdeay, and 
Loubet are absolutely finished. It is impossi- 
bie for them to attempt more, as the country 
does nut wish to be ruined. 

The discussion on the Cabinet Council this 
morning was so viotent that the ministers, 
seeing the impossibility of com to any 
underrtanding likely to be durable, in 
their resignations ia order tu allow the Presi- 
deut of the republic oo oe eases to the ait- 
nation. arnot, fai to his principies, 
intrusted M. Ribot with ‘the mission of furm- 
ing a new ministry, which is tantamvuunt to a 
distinction without a difference. 

M. Ribot accepted with the same energy 
that he has displayed throughout the crisis, 
and in accepting he made the deglaration that 
De Freycinet was compromised by pablic 
rumor, M. Burdeau' by former articles, while 
M. Loubet did not possess sufficient energy to 
be included in any fresh cumbination. _. 

Several ministers have this evening refused 
to accept office and the situation is one abso- 
lute blank, and so much the worse from. the 
fact that nobody wishes to assume the respon- 
sibility of power. 

M. Ribot is at a deadlock. The portfolio of 
the navy keeps everything in suspense. The 
position of M. Burdeau remains doubtful, M. 
Jamaires refusing to retnain. M. Ribot still 
holds to the Ministry of the Interior and the 
Presidency of the Council. The others 
posed are Gen. Loirilion, War; M. Vigier, 
Agriculiure; M. Deveile, Foreign Affairs; the 
other ministers to be the same as in the out- 
going Cabinet. 

In the Chamber the sitting was uproarious. 
Three ballots was necessary for the election of 
a Spexker. Finally M. Fioquet retired his 
candidature and M. Casimir-Perier was elected 
President of the Chamber. ; 

M. Floquet’s political career may be ‘re- 
garded «as entirely terminated. He will be 
regretted, as he was a capital President and 
en atwniable man, but he is too deeply compro- 
mised in the Panama business to be able to 
preside any longer in the chaw ber.

The bill seeks the recovery of 2,000 
shares of stock held by Rogers and wants him 
and the companies enjuined from transferring 
the stock and Rogers enjoined from voting as 
stockholder at the meetings. four cot pa- 
nies were organized, the bill states, with an ag- 
gregate capital stock of $18,000,000, divided in 
$100 shares. A large am unt of the stock was 
piaced in the treasury to be sold and the pro- 
ceeds applied to the running expenses, Weaver 
claims to have entered into a cofitract 
by which Rogers “was to have $,000,. 
U00 worth of stuck fdr $100,000. One thov- 
sand dollars was paid down the rest was 
due in ninety dayé On the payment of $2,500 
by Rogers Weaver says that, eet on the 
furmer’s integrity, he gave hiar shares, 
and Rogers was elected President of the coin- 
panies.

Charies de Lesseps, Fontane, Cotta, 
and Riffel Appear Before the Court of 
Sessions—Count Ferdinand de Lesseps 
Unable to Be Present—The Younger 
Man Admits Paying Money Under

Paris, Jan. 10,—M. Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
although absent on accqunt of the state of his 
health, was included today as one of the de 
feudants with Charles de Lesseps, Fontane, , 
Cottu, and Liffel, accused of complicity in the 
Panama Canal frauds. 

The trial was opened in the first chamber of 
the Court of Sessions, as the Court of. Appeals 
is called, M. Perivier presiding. The space 
allotted to the audience was thronged with 
distinguished people, includmg many well 
known in French finance, A number of 
prominent persons from abroad were also 
present. 

Procureur4General: Tanon conducted the 
prosecuticn. The chargeswere read, setting 
forth that M. Ferdinand Marie de Lessepsa, 
Grand Cross of the Legion of Honor; 
M. Charles Amie Marie de Lesseps, 
late member of the Societe du 
Canal Interoceanique de Panama; M. Marius 
Etienne Fontane, M. Henri Louis Felix Cottu, 
and M. Alexandre Guatave Eiffel were ac- 
cused of having conjointly and dur- 
ing a lesser period than three years 
before the last act of prosecu- 
ion in Paris, “by employing fraudulent ma- 
neuvers to induce a belief in the existence of 


dissipated sums derived from issues of loans 
which have been obtained fura specified use 
and employment, and of having swindled 
(escroque) the whole or part of the fortune of 
others.”’ 


Then followed the mention of the clauses of 
the code referring to the case. 


Article Under Which the Case Is Broucht. 


The article—No, 406 of the French code— 
which deals with the misdemeanors men- 
tio: ed in the eo against M. Charles de 
Lesseps and ig arsociates declares 
that “‘whosoever, by using a false 
name, or false title, or by employing fraud- 
ulent maneuvers fur creating a belicf in the 
existence of fals>enterprisesa of an imaginary 
credit or power, or hope, or fear fo? a 
chimerical success, accident, or any other 
event, shali cause to be delivered to him, or 
try to have delivered to him, funds, furniture, 
bonds, bills. promissory notes, or receipts, 
and eball by this means have swindled, or 
tried to swindle, another party from all or a 

rtion of his fortune, shall be punished with 
imprisonment for at least one year, and 
five years at most. and a fine of not less than 
60 francs, and not exveeding 3,000.” The cul- 
prit may also be deprived vf civil rights for 
frow five to ten years. The other articles are 
of a correlative character, dealing with the 
embezzlement of shares und the punishment 
of accomplices. 

It is owing to the fact that M. Ferdinand de 
Lesaepa is a high dignitary in the Legion of 
Honor that this, which is really a police case, 
is being tried before the Court of Appeala. 
The last occasion on ~which this 
court was called upon to deal 
with a “ correctional ”’ case was 
when Mgr. Gouthe-Soulard, thé Archbishop of 
Aix, was brought totrial for his insulting let- 
ter to the Minwter of Public Wurship. 

Advveate-General Rau is assisting Mt. Tanon 
in the prosecution. 

Maitres Barboux, Waldeck-Rousseau, and 
Du Buit were amoung the counsel for the ac- 
eused, Maitre Barboux aeting for both Ferdi- 
nand and Caries de Lesseps. 

Charles de Lesseps looked firm and cast his 
eyes around in a confident manner. He is 
not in the least like his father, being fair, thin, 
and with a face which may be described as all 
profile. 

Judgment Against Ferdinand de Lesseps. 


The name of Count Ferdinand de Lesseps 
was called amid profound silence. After a 
short pause & sician’s certificate” that 
Count de Lesseps was physically unable to be 
present was submitted to the court. The Pro- 
cureur-General asked nevertheless that judg- 
‘ment by default be given, and the cuurt 
granted this motion. 

Charles de Lesseps was the first of the de- 
fendant directors examined. He was pale, 
but self-possessed, and anawered all questions 
with slow, painstaking precision. @ made 
a long statement, first as to the or.- 
ganization of the Panama  compa- 
ny, and his father, he acknowledged, had 
sold his founder’s shares in the canal, but not 
for the purpose of withdrawing his money 
from the enterprise. In every case Count 
de Lesseps had turned such 
into money merely that he might 
subscribe for a new issue. On _ the 
whole Count de ~ Lesse had invested 
inuch more money in the Panama enterprise 
than he had withdrawn. Charies de Lesseps 
added that his own founders’ shares had been 
buught by hie father fur 200,000 francs, which 
had been used by his father in subscribing 
for a subsequent issue. 

The prisoner was then questioned closely as 
to the relations of the American Panainacom- 
mittee to the company. He said that 12,000,- 
000 francs had been placed at the dispusal of 
the American committeemen and had been 
used by them for the best interests of the 
cum pany. 

American Assistance Valuable. 


When asked if this sum was not rather large 
forthe purpose for which it was applied, 
Charles de Lesseps replied: ‘* Their assistance 
was valuable and would have arranged the 
expenditure of a stili larger amount.”’ 

The prosecuting counsel asked several ques- 
tions intended to draw out admissions that the 
feasibility of the canal plan was dvubted by 
the directurs before the last loatis were ap- 
plied for. 

Charies de Lesseps replied that M. Rous- 
seau, a competent engineer who examined the 
works on the isthmus in 1886, expressed the 
conviction after his return to France that the 
canal could te completed, provided certain 
modifications of the on plan were made. 

* But M. Boyer and M. Jacquet, beth com- 

tent engineers, declared that acanal with 
ocks would cost from 1,200,000,000 to 1,800,- 
000,000 franecs,”’ interpolated the presiding 
Judge, ‘* Was not the public deceived by the 
withholding of this estimate ?”’ 

**Our Consulting Cummittee of Works,” re- 

lied M. de Lesseps, “gave an estimate of 
600,000,000 franes for tae completion of the 
works, and these were consequently the only 
figures that we could publish.” 

After M. de Lesseps had explained at some 
length the reasons of the directors for intrust- 
ing the work tu certain contractors, the court 
was adjourned. 

Necessity Compelled De Lesseps’ Act. 


After the recess the presiding Judge ques- 
tioned M. de Lesseps as to the bogus petitions 
presented to the Chamber and the enormous 
payments made by the company to syndicates 
which assisted in floating the loans. M. de 
Lesseps answered the questions as they were 
put and then made this statement: 

**Much as I regretted it, hard necessity 
cow pelled us to resort to such means to in- 
sure the success of our plans. The millions 
given to M. Opendoeffer (the banker who 
received 2,000,000 francs for giving the com. 
pauy the idea of a lottery loan and putting the 
idea in practice) were in payment for his suc- 
gestion of a simple pian relative to the bonds 
and constitution of the Societe Civile. It be- 
huvoved us to humor such a great banker and 
l even had great difficulty in limiting the 
sum as narrowly as I did. We always dis- 
tributed the money when fresh issues were 
wnade so that we might avoid creating ene- 
mies on the bourse.” 

In response to questions as to.thé relations 
between Baron de Reinach and the Panama 
Canal company M. de Lesseps said: ** Like 
ali great bankers, Baron de Reinach was keen 
after prot. He was exceptional, however, in 
his willingness to risk his capital for the pur- 
pose of realizing the plan of thecanal. He 
was the man who formed the first Societe 
Civile with his own capttal, assisted by the 
name of M. Bonaparte Wyse. When I gave 
Baron de Reinach the money! told hiin to 
take out of it whatever remuneration he 
chose.”’ 

Baron Reinach Given Millions Freely,

CONDEMNATION REGARDED CERTAIN 


Public Opinion Growing Stronger Against 
De Lesseps and His Associates, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Panis, Jan. 10.—[Copyright, 1898, by James 
Gordou Bennett.)}~—The Panama trial will 
rank among the historical trials of France. 
Sinve it became a trial for the corruption of 
politicians, which will compromise more peo- 
ple than was believed, the general impression 
is that De Lesseps and vconsorts were more 
guilty than they were at first considered, and 
their condemnation is regarded as certain. 

Court opened at noon. The whole sitting 
was occupied with the examination of De 

sseps. He replied. to each question in a 
short speech, delivered in a tired and monoto- 
nous tone, raising his voice only at some im- 
portant point. Some lapses of memory were 
remarked. First, he said he had never treated 
with the contractors, Hereseut & Couvereur, 
whereas a contract exists purporting to insure 
the construction of the canal for 512,000,000 
francs, and was advertised to the public to 
entice them te subscribe for thefirst issue 
of 12,000,000 francs. Second, 12,000,000 
francs shown by company’s books 
to have been sent to New York for the pay- 
ment of the Panama railroad had disap. 
peared, Third, the company canceled con- 
tracts for dredging at francs per cubic 
meter only to make others at a price of 23 
francs, ourth, De Lesseps Sr. received 
ninety founders’ shares, estimated as worth 
5.000 francs, which he sold for 75,000 francs, 
which prevented him from losing 309,230 
francs on-the Panama Canal. Finally, De 
Lesseps admitted having bribed public func- 
tionaries. This was the great effect of the 
sitting and produced a momentary emotion. 
The President had interrogated De Lesseps 
from 2 o’clock. Suddenly he raised his voice 
and said: “I also have had secret service 
money.”’ 

The whole audience appeared electrified and 
expected some grave revelations. There was 
a tmoment of silence, It was evident that the 
public prusecutor did not wish De Leaseps to 
continue, but De Lesseps, unmoved, related 
the story of how he paid money to different 
men ‘as one gives his watch to brigands who 
attack him in the corner of a wood,”

| HOME FOR THE ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 


Donation of Matthew Lafiin fora Building 
at Lincoln Park Accepted. ' 

The Chicago Academy of Sciences held its 
annual meeting at the Athanzum Building 
last night, with Benjamin F. Culver in the 
chair. The $75,000 donation of Matthew Laf- 
lin for a new home for the academy at Lin- 
coin Park, which has been described and ilius- 
trated in Tux Turpuns, was formally accepted 
by a vote of 25 to 2. 

It was announced that owing to the action 
of the Park Commissioners in appropriating 
$25,000 toward the erection of the new build- 
mg and $5,000 a year for its mamtenance Mr. 
Laflin withdrew his original stipulation that 
the academy raise a sum equal to his dona- 
tion. He considered this obligation covered 
in the action of the Park Commussioners. 

Mr. Laflin announced that his donation 
would be paid as follows: $25,000 when the 
second floor of the building was completed, 
$25,000 when the roof was on, and the balance 
when the structure is completed.

There were but ten or fifteen stockholders 
present at the North Chicago Street railroad 
meeting.

THEY SIMPLY MEET AND ADJOURN. 
Stockholders of the Lake Street Elevated 
Road.Accomplish Nothing. 

All the elements necessary to a stormy 
session were present at the annual meeting of 
the Lake Street Elevated railway company 
yesterday afternoon. The stormy session did 
not materialize, however, for the simple 
reason that an adjournment was taken imme- 
diately on the completion of the roll call. O. 
M. Brady, one of the members and 
directors in the old organization, presided 
in the absence of John A. _ Roche. 
Mr. Roche, Underwood, and Green, 
and what is termed: the *‘new blood,’’ were 
conspicuous for their absence. They are in 
New York in the interest of the company and 
have been delayed in their negotiations. 

Some little difference of opinion seems to 
exist as to what these negotiations consist of. 
One of the stockholders present glibly ex- 
pressed the opinion that the negotiations were 
for construction contracts. These contracts, 
according to his version of cne matter, were to 
have been subject matter for yesterday’s 
meeting. Noone seemed to be prepared to 
explain just why the negotiation #f contracts 
for construction should demand the personal 
attention of a majority of the officers and di- 
rectors of the road. 

It is possible that some difficulty or at least 
delay has been experienced in placimg the 
bonds of the road in New York. A hitch at 
this juncture would be sémewhat embarrass- 
ing. At ~ A a the New York parties tele- 
graphed to H. P. Holland to have the meeting 
adjourned for one. week. A merit was made 
of necessity when the roll of stoekholders was 
called and it was shown that a quorum was 
not present. Out of 28,000 shares of stock 
something like 7,000 shares were represented. 
The entire capitalization of the road is $5,000,- 
000. Out of the full 50,000 shares 15,000 
are held as treasu stuck. Thirty-five thou- 
sand shares were placed in the hands of the 
registrar of the company to be exchanged at 
ag for stock 1n the old ke street company. 

far representatives of only 28,000 shares 
have availed themselves of this opportunity 
to exchange and for al) practical pu the 
stock amounts to 28,000shares. The syrfdi- 
cate interested in the reorganization made ex- 
changes of stock promptly. The Fitzgeralds 
and associates, who are considered obstruc- 
tionists, have not taken such action but no 
doubt will do so, inasmuch as they lose no 
rights by so doing. 

The Fitzgerald interest was guarded by 
William Fitzgerald Sr., and William 4H. Fitz- 
gerald, hisson. William H. Fitzgerald is the 
one old director who did not resign, and 
who furthermore does not intend to resign. 
When the thirty odd stockholders met in the 
Secretary’s office in the Marine Building the 
Fitzgeralds stood up close to Secretary 
Bruner’s elbow and watched proceedings 
closely. Even the formality of callmg the 
roll elicited a number of inquiries and sug- 
gestions from Mr. Fitzgerald Sr. The tele- 
gram from New York. suggesting 
an adjournment was not well received 
by m. They wanted to know 
who it was,from, and Harry, Holland’s expla- 
nation that it was from “*Roche, Underwood, 
and Green, and them fellows down in New 
York,”’ was not entirely satisfactory. An ad- 
journment, however, was taken until next 
Tuesday at the same hour. As Mn Fitzgerald 
expressed it, there is no probability that a 
quorum willebe present at that time. 

“The stock here all right,’’ said Mr. 
Fitzgerald, “‘if the people wanted to come 
out. ‘Three directors of the first-class are to 
be selected at this meeting. These are to hold 
office for one year. I am a director of 
the ‘third-class, holding over three years, 
The only old régime directors hold office 
are H. P. Thompson and myself, Ms. Thomp. 
son has tendered his resignation to the new 
syndicate, but I have not and will not. They 
can’t force me out no matter how much they 
storm, I propose to remain in my full term 
or as long as we hold our interests in the 
property. There is. only one way in which 
they might force me out and I can checkmate 
that. nder the railroad corporation laws 
the vote of two-thirds of the entire capital 
stock can be used to remove a director from 
office. We hold enough stock so that it will 
be an impossibility for the opposition to get 
the necessary two-thirds.” 


BOYCOTT AGAINST THE PENNSYLVANIA. 


Central Labor Union of Indianapols Orders 
It and Appeals to the Federation for Aid. 
InpianaPoLis, Ind., Jan. 10,—[Special.]— 

The Central Labor Union of Indianapolis has 

retaliated on the Pennsylvania railroad com- 

pany and a boycott has been ordered on the 
entire system. An appeal will be made tothe 

American Feceration of Labor for aid to car- 

ry on a persistent fight: A statement of 

the trouble between the railroad company 
and the unions here was forwarded to Presi- 
dent Gompers today, the action having been 
decided on in along session of the union last 
night. The action is directly the result of 
Freight Agent Oran Perry of the Pennsyl- 
vania discharging twenty men last Satur- 
day and giving as his reason that 
no man can be a member of a labor organ- 
ization and an employé of the company at the 
saine time. Today a Pennsylvania official 
said he was glad of the boycott, because the 
company would rather have tie fight with 
labor organizations now than wait until 
next summer, when World’s Fair traffic will 
be heavy. It is generally understood by the 
labor unions here that the Pennsylvania road 
is not alone in this movement, ali reports to 
the contrary notwithstanding. That system

“I,” LOOP PROJECTED. 


LAKE STREET PROPERTY-OWNERS 
HAVE A TERMINAL SOHEME. 


The Men Behind the Movement Said to 
Have Large Interests Which They Wish 
to Protect—Work Now Being Done by 
the Lake Street Protective Association— 
Something After the Torrence System 
Proposed—License to Incorporate Issued 


to a Comp4ny for Another Electric Road. | 


After having fought the Lake Street Ele- 
vated road for several years, a vumber of the 
leading property-owners on Lake street have 
about concluded to huild a road of their own, 
not atrunk line but a down-town terminal 
loop—a kind of Torrence scheme for ** L”’ 
roads. Several meetings have been held and 
such men as David Kelley of Kelley, Maus & 
Co., the Edwin Hunt Sons, anda number of 
the heaviest property-owners along the street 
are in the movement. The projectors of the 
proposed road are just now exceedingly 
anxious not to have their plans known, and 
those seen last evening could be induced to 
say but little. 

The movement is the outgrowth of the Lake 


Street Protective Association, which was or- 


ganized to fight the McDonald company in its 
efforts to secure the consent of the property- 
owners along Lake street east of the river. 
The “L” company, after a hard fight, man- 
aged to get its foundation extended to Market 
street, and there was a good deal of criticism 
regarding the action of the Council at the 
time. A kind of halfway compromise was finally 
reached with the property-owners, by which 
the railroad company was to take the follow- 
ing route instead of Lake street; 

From Lake street south to the alley between 
Lake and Randolph streets; east in the alley to 
the alley between Wabash and Michigan avenues; 
north to the alley between Lake and South Water 
streets, and thence west to Market street and 
south to Lake street. . 7 

It was understood that such a compromise 
had been reached atthe time, and it is now 
claimed that the railroad company did not se- 
cure the consent of a sufficient number of 
property-owners. Whether that is true or not 
the company did not secure an ordinance. 

Have a Double Object. 

Now the property-owners propose to kill two 
birds with one stone. If they succeed in 
carrying out their scheme they will not only 
have a paying investment but will increase 
the value of their property on Lake street by 
making a move that will check the demand 
for business locations farther south. Lake 
atreet was for many years the busiest thor- 
oughfare of the city, and the people feel that to 
fence themselves in withagreat four-track 
elevated terminal will have a tendency to 
bring business back. 

There are some large property-owners on 
Lake street who hare heavy holdings in other 
sections of the city. Those along the route 
of the Alley “L”’ are interested in seeing this 
road get a terminus farther north, and they 
want to increase the value of their outside 
property without injuring their Lake street 
interests. For instance, there is the Peck 
estate, which has large interests. Others who 
have valuable holdings on Lake street are 
David Kelléy, CC. G. Wheeler, Lambert 
Tee, Edwin Hunt sons, = and 
the Couch estate. The property-owners, 
it is said, feel that their own interests would 
best be subserved by controlling this loop 
themselves. They claim thatif they obtain 
the franchise and throw the line open to all 
who desire to become their tenants it will 
avert endless complications. 

The Alley “‘L”’ is apparently in the most 
embarrassing position, as it has so much terri- 
tory to cover before it reaches the proposed 
loop. It 2 extremely doubtful if it will ever 
be able to get far enough north. It is now 
seriousl¥ considering the taking of some de- 
cided step looking toward securing a perma- 
nent loop terminal, 

North Side Interested. 

The North Side is not to be left out in the 
cold. A plan is now being considered for a 
North Side “L” road and several meetings 
have been held by capitalists who are in- 
terested in gettmg up a company so strong 
that it can combat the Yerkes syndicate in 
the New York money market and the railway 
interests in the (ity Council. 

Some time ago the Lake Street “L” 
company concluded it wanted to move in the 
direction of securing the loop over its former 
proposed route, and opened negotiations with 
some of the property-owners. It is understodd 
that the agents of the railroad company were 
informed that the property-owners would at 
all times fight a line on the street. But while 
they would not consent or sign for a line in the 
alleys, they would not fight condemnation pro- 
ceedings. The company did not act, and the 
Lake Street Protective Association now has 
its agents out working up the sentiment fora 

roperty-owners’ line. 

‘“* It is the purpose of the projectors,’”’ Mr. 
Kelley said yesterday, “to furnish a terminal 
loop for all elevated roads, whether they come 
ftom the West, North, or South Division. I 
do not care to discuss the details or give the 
names of those interested, but the men back 
of the movement are for the main part those 
who were connected with the organization 
known as the Lake Street Protective Associa- 
tion. The question of capitalization has not 
been definitely determined. I do not know 
just what progress has been made,”’

ANOTHER ELECTRIC ROAD PROPOSED, 


License to Incorporate Issued to a Com- 
pany of Local Capitalists, 

The Englewood and Chicago Electric Street 
railway company of Chicago was yesterday 
given license to incorporate by the Secretary 
of State. The five incorporators named are 
James P. Maliette, David D. Chidester. 
George C. Lazear, William H. Comstock, and 
F. W. Pringle. 

Mr. Chidester was seen yesterday and gave 
the following information: 

“The capital stock is to be $1,000,000, 
divided into 10,000 shares of $100 each, and it 
will nearly ali be taken as soon asthe books 
are opened for subscriptions. Work will be 
pushea as soon asthe preliminary arrange- 
ments are effected. The length of the line 
and its direct course Iam not at liberty to 
give at present, as negotiations must first be 
com leted a certain peers of land. 

*In general terms, however, I can say that 
Mr. Armour, Mr. Pullman, and shine Seon 
land-owners will be interested. The design is 
to afford rapid transit to a section which has 
now no direct lines of communication with the 
city. The road will probably be extended to 
the State line of Indiana, with a cross line or 
feeder on Ninety-fifth street. We shall work 
in harmony with the Calumet lines. 

“No, we have not decided upon any partic- 
ular electric system, but are inaking investi- 
gations and shall continue todo so until we 
are able to select such a system as combines 
all the latest and best meth: ds applicabie to 
safe, rapid, and economical transportation. 
So much is yet to be done in securing right of 
way and other privileges, as well as iand 
for terminal stations and shops, that I 
am not at liberty to give any more 
definite information as to our plans. 
We shall, however, endeavor to run far enough 
north to furnish our patrons with as good 
transportation between their homes and places 
of business as is possible. Mr. Mallette is 
now in New York inspecting various systems 
of electric roads and making all necessary pre- 


liminary inquiries.’’

Educational Interests. 


Our great educational system is so well ground- 
ed that. with the exception of wasteful extrava- 
gance in some localities, it is working reasonably 
well, Its farther improvement will depend more 
tupon the emulation of those who are laboring in 
that field and their efforts to reach the highest 
degree of excellence than it will upon legisiation. 
But we have a statute passed four years ago, 
known as the Compulsory Education act, which 
is no part of our common school system, and 
which violates the fundamental principles of free 
government. It willbe our duty, not only to re- 
peal this act at as early a day as practicable, but 
to provide in its place another law that shall be 
free from thé objevtions apply to this, and 
which sball\make ample provisions for the care of 
neglected children.

The Public Fands, 


The question as to who shall have the interest 
on public funds calls for the attention of the Leg- . 
islature. While it may be true that the law does 
not contemplate that the funds shall be deposited 
at interest in banks, it is a notorious fact that all 
custodians of public funds actually draw interest 
on the balances of such funds. When the sums 
held were smaller the matter attracted but little 
attention. but conditions have changed. ‘The sal- 
ary paid the custodians,whether of State, county, 
city, park, school. or other public fands, having 
been when the amounts held were small, is 
now, in most cases, entirely disproportionate to 
the bond which has to be given and the re- 
sponsibilities assumed; the custodian now ob- 
taining as a = of his compensation the 
interest upon the public funds in his custody, 
bat, es this is in most cases many times as great 
as areasonable compensation would be, the ex- 
cess should belong to aud be accounted for as 

art of the public funds; and, inasmuch as the 
Constitution will not permit the salary of an of- 
ficial to be changed during his term of office, and 
ae the terms of most of the custodians of public 
moneys, whether State, county, city, school, or 
other public funds are brief, in my Judgment the 
proper course will be to provide, by general law, 
that all such custodians as may hereafter be 
elected or appointed and qualified shall be paid a 
salaryto be determined by a per centof the 
amount of money they handle and that all inter- 
est or increment earned by the fund in their pos-

The Public Service. 


Tt will be our duty to endeavor to reduce the 
expense of the civil service of the State. There 
has been a tendency to create unnecessary . 
and, while some of these do not draw a salary, 

y are wy nses anc a per diem, and 
they manage to draw large sums out of the State 

asury. Many of these should be abolished, 
and their duties, so far as they perform any nec- 
essary service, be assigned to some of the regular 
county or State officers, who could attend to them 
without increased expense to the public, in, 
the public service is frequently crowded by plac- 
ing Many more persons on the pay-roll than are 
necessary to do the work. Thisnot only increases 
the expenditure but destroys the efficiency of the 
service. Whenever four men are set to do one 
man’s work no one of them will make an 

Tort; all become careless; thoroughness 
will be lacking, and the result will be poor 
service. I desire to say a word in this 
connection in regard to the extraordinary de- 
mand for offices, both elective and appointive.

In some 
States the experiment has been made of paying 
officials — es, and in none of them has 
the service been improved. hile we must pay 
such salaries as will enable poor men to hold 
office, yet we must not lose sight of the fact that 
we the highest grade of, service from those 
men who esteem it an honor to serve the public,

Nearly allthe great institutions of the State 
have for years been conducted on a partisan basis, 
and some of them rather offensively so. This has 
created a feeling efbitterness, and there is a 
widespread demand that there shall be a change 
in the management. There is also a belief that 
many of these institutions are extravagant and 
that their expenses are unnecessarily increased to 
accommodate political favorites. Inasmuch as 
it will be our duty to have them run in as eco- 
nomical @ manner as ible it will be nec- 
essary that those in charge shail be in thor- 
ough sympathy with the administration. 
Such changes as may necessary should 

made, care being taken to bring the 
service to the highest degree of excellence possi- 
ble. I wish, however, in this connection, to sub- 
mit that the time has come in the development of 
our great State when its public service should be 
as far as possible divorced from partisan politics 
and when we should establish by law a classified 
civil service based upon honesty and capability, 
such as already prevails in some of the Eastern 
States. In all cases where the head officer is not 
di responsible for the acts of his subordi- 
nates, such a civil service system should be estab- 
lished. This would apply to attendants inyour 
State charitable and reformatory institutions 
and in the government of our cities. 

Claims of Labor. 


The State of Illinois already contains one of the 
atest industrial commanities in the world, and 
Not wy are hundreds of 
millions of capitai invested, but employment is 
iven to hundreds of thousands of persons. The 
State must do justice to both employer and em- 
ployé, it must see to it that law aud order are 
maintained, and that life and property are thor- 
oughly protected. Any weakness in this regard 
would be pusillanimous and invite incalculable 
evils. On the other hand, the State must not 
pursue such a policy as to convince the masses of 
the laboring people that the authority of the 
State is simply a convenient club for the use of 
the employer. When the State follows such a 
policy it forfeite the confidence of its 
ople and itself sows the seed of anarchy. 

e must not forget that the law _ con- 
templates that the civil office shall protect life 
and property, and for this purpose may oraer 
out the posse comitatus when necessary, and that 
a too hasty ordering out of the military creates 
irritation and bitterness, which frequently results 
in unnecessary bloodshed. Many civil officers 
bave shown a disposition to shirk their duty dur- 
ing a strike, and this has been followed by the in- 
troduction of an irresponsible armed force con- 
trolled by private individuals. The presence of 
these armed strangers always acts as an irrita- 
tion and tends to provoke riot and disorder, and 
we should take warning by the experience of 
some of our sister States that absolutely prohibit 
the use of these armed mercenaries by private 
corporations or individuals. At the same time 
we should see to it that the civil officers do their 
duty. 

If we are to prosper we must make all of our 
people feel that the flag which floats over them is 
an emblem of justice. Our laboring people must 
either advance or retrograde. There is no such 
thing as standing still. If they are to advance, 
it must be by their own conservative and intelli- 
gent standing together—only those forces survive 
which can take care of themselves; the moment 
individuals or classes become dependent they are 
objects of charity, end their case is then hopeless. 
If the laboring classes cannot thus stand to- 
gether they will be reduced to tne condition of 
the laboring classes in the poorer countries of the 
Old Worid. Such a condition would destroy the 
purchasing power of the American laborer, and 
with 1t destroy also the great American market. 
If ever the American laborer is reduced to that 
condition where he can buy only a little coarse 
clothing and a little amount of coarse food the 
entire character of our institutions will be trans- 
formed and the value of much of our manufact- 
uring and railroad property depreciated. 

Strikes and Lockouts. 


The question of the protection of non-combat- 
ants—the great public—in the event of a strike or 
lockout must not be overlooked in this connec- 
tion. Conditions have so changed that it can no 
longer be said that itis nobody’s business what 
other people do. All the elements of American 
society have become s0 interdependent, each class 
or interest hasso adjusted itself to the other 
classes or interests as tobe in a measure de- 
pendent on them, and a suspension of the opera- 
tion of one must injure the whole. For example, 
a strike on a railroad is not limited to a contention 
between employer and oe? but it affects ail 

ple along the line of the road who have ad-

Condition of the Insane, 


While we already have erected four very large 
hospitals for the insane, still only about two- 
thirds of the insane of the State ire properly 
cared for. Nearly one-third are in the poor- 
houses of the State, where they cannot be cared 
for, and exist in a horrible condition. 

Child Labor and Sanitation, 

The increasing density of population in our 
large cities, and the establishment of what has 
been called ‘ the sweating system,” whereby m 
people are made to work amid sanitary cond 
tions which constantly imperil the health of the 
community, and the employment of children in 
factories and shops, where they become stunted 
in both body and mind and unlit for veg we 
call for more thorough legislation. 5 sho d 
also be taken to facilitate the work of furnishing 
proper homesin private familes for dependent 

neglected children. 
_ Municipal Powers. 

Anu r of large cities, both in this country 
and in Europe, have made the experiment of sup- 
plying their inhabitants with water, gas, electric 

ight, and even operating the street railways, 
with satisfactory results. I commend this sub- 
ject to your careful consideration. 


State of Public Roads. 


While our State has developed in every other 
respect we have made no progress in the matter 
of roads. We are,in this regard, almost where 
we were half a century ago, so that for a number 
of months in a year our roads are almost impassa- 
ble. The logs and inconvenience of this fall 
most heavily on our agricultural communities. 
Not only is the farmer subjected to a heavy loss in 
the wear and tear of his team, but he is 
auently prevented from availing himself 
of favorable markets by the impassability of the 
roads. The State should again take up the sub- 
ject of internal improvements and os a policy 
that will tend tothe building of ¢ roads in 
every county in the State—roads that can be trav- 
eled every day in the year. As the railroads do 
all the carrying for long distances wagon rdads 
are to a great extent a local matter in each county. 
This being so, the roads will not need to be so 
wide and can, therefore, be more cheaply built 
than would otherwise be possible. It is aoe prob- 
nitenti-

Penitentiaries of the State. 


An amendment to the Constitution was adopted 
ne | the people in 1886, which prohibits the hi 
of convict labor. This provision has been evad 
and disregarded, and the affairs of the peniten- 
tiary have been so in the granting of 
space to the contractors as to make it difficult 
for the State to work prisoners on its own ac- 
count. After the amendment was proposed, and 
im anticipation of its adoption, some contracts 
running for eight years were made. Although 
many other contracts had run out, these con- 
tracts have been presented as an excuse for the 
failure to enforce the command of the Consti- 
tution, but it has not been accepted asa valid 
one by the peopie. At the present time near! 
all contracts have by their terms expir 
The duty of the Legislature is plain. The con- 
victs must be kept at work. A few of them could 
be set to preparing material for the —— of 
roads, but other employment must be furnished 
for the remainder. Immediate action should be 
taken for the adoption of a plan for working con- 
vict labor consistent with the fundamental law. 
I suggest that many industries be established, so 
as to interfere as little as possible with the mar- 
kets and outside labor apd industries. While 
this will require some considerable outlay for 
machinery and tools, there is no doubt that the 
penttonteceres can then, by proper management, 

run without violating the law, without becom- 

ing a burden on the State, and without coming 

into ruinous competition with outside free labor. 
Penal Legislation, 

In thie connection I wish to call attention to 
the fact that in the matterof penal legislation 
our State is not abreast of the times. We still 
adhere to the old system of fixed sentences, under 
which the greatest inequality results; the vicious 
uen given short terms 


offenders ana old crim go in and out of 
prison together, while asarule all classes come 
out without such training as will enable the 
individual to make a living, and utterly unable 
to find employment. Naturally these drift into a 
career of crime, and either prey upon the com- 
munity or are returned to prison. Instead of 
this method, some of the States have adopted a 
system of indeterminate sentences, under which 
a prisoner is sentenced generally to the peniten- 
tiary, the law fixing the minimum and maximum 
time of imprisonment, and the actual length of 
confinement between these two points depends 
upon the general characteristics and personal 
conduct of the prisoner. Under this system the 
vicious and hardened can be restrained, while 
thotre who are comparatively innocent are re- 
leased on parole, that is to say, on ee behavior, 
but only after having been secured employment 
by the prison officials that will enable them to 
make an honest living. Under such a system, the 
number of convicts in our penitentiaries would 
be greatly reduced, and all problems involved ina 
the treatment of criminals and the conduct of 
our penitentiaries more easily solved. 
Relative to Redistricting. 


The redistricting of the State will be one of the 
most important duties devolving upon this Gen- 
eral Assembly. It will be difficult to so redis- 
trict the State as to do exact justice to all inter- 
ests and parties. Nevertheless, every effort should 
be made to come as near doing so as possible. As 
a rule injustice benefits nobody and almost in- 
variably comes home to plague its authors, 

Suggestions on Taxation, 


Some of the States have tried the experiment of 
a heavy graduated succession taxon the estates 
of deceased persons. This has been followed with 
very satisfactory results. I commend this fact to 
your consideration, likewise the advisability of 
providing for a heavy corporation fee to be paid 
at the organization of a corporation as well as 
by all outside corporations coming here to do 
business. The practice of forming corporations 
to carry on the simple business affairs 
of life is becoming so common that a tax of this 
kind would be proper. Then, there is a wide- 
spread conviction that the present revenue system 
of our State resultsin the greatest inequalities 
and injustice in the matter of taxation. ‘he sub- 
goes is too great to be considered at present. 
farious measures in relation to it will no doubt 
be presented to your consideration. the most im- 
portant of which is, perhaps, the question whether 
any comprehensive change can be made without 
a revision of our Constitution. In the past our 
State has revised its Constitution at intervals of 
thirty and twenty-two years. A number of ques- 
tions have arisen in the development of recent 
ears relating to various subjects on which legis- 
ation is needed, but where there seem to be con- 
stitutional! difficulties in the way. This is especially 
true of the revenue system and of the question 
of enlarging the electric franchise, on which lat- 
ter subject the law is left in a condition of uncer- 
tainty that is not creditable to the intelligence of 
Gur people. But 1 am aware that, as a rule, 
where so much is promised little is accomplished. 
I will, therefore, not go further into details. If I 
may be permitted to do so, | would like to sug- 
gest, for the consideration of the General Assem- 
ly, the propriety of making the sittings of the 
Legislature a little more continuous. A practice 
has grown up of working only a few days in the 
week, This not only tends to prolong the session, 
but necessitates constant interruption in the mat- 
ter of considering any measure, and, where this 
is the case, there cannot be that thorough exam- 
ination of a subject that would otherwise be pos- 
sible, and which is of the greatest importance as 
the preliminary of intelligent legislation. 


BREAKING OF AN OHIO RIVER ICE GORGE. 


It Smashes Boats and Barges and Makes 
“\aiver Men Apprehensive. 

Lovisvituz, Ky., Jan. 10.—Not in thirty- 
five years has the river presented the sight 
that it dves today. Few river men went to 
bed last night. The apprehension of danger 
from the big gorge between Twelve Mile 
Island and Fern Creek kept them wide awake 
and there were lively scenes in store for them. 
At abcut 2 o’clock in the night there was a 
skurrying about on the levees such as is 
seldom seer in this locality. The gorge had 
broken and was sweeping away steamboats, 
coal fleets, and sawlogs. It caught a coal 
float at the Jeffersonville bridge piers with 
about 25,000 bushels of coal and sank the boat 
in a second. 

At Jeffersonville three barges were de- 
stroyed, sending to the bottom of the river 
about 25,000 bushels of coal. The harbor 
boats Fulton and Transit and the tugs Aid 
and Wash Gray were caught and nearly torn 
to pieces. The.loss on them will be nearly 
total. Today there is not a boat on the Jeffer- 
sonville shore. They were all moved over to 

Louisville harbor. There is great appre- 
hension felt here over the security of the ts 
along the Louisviile shore.

A bill introduced this morning by Senator 
Kopelke contemplates a revolution in the 
management of the State’s penal, benevolept, 
and reformatory institutions, It provides for 
the grouping of all these institutions, except 
the female reformatory, under the manage- 
ment of four people, to be known as a Board 
of Regents. The first board is to be appointed 
by the Guveraor and its members thereafter 
to be elected ny oe people, the same as other 
State officers, bill also provides for the 
appointment of a visiting committee for each 
institution, one of whom may be a weman, at 
the pleasure of the Governor. 

Senator Kopeike clains for his bill that it 
will be ag thing from an economic point 
of view and that it will secure a better and 
more vniform system of management.

First Labor Measure. 


The labor unions’ lobby, which is the 
strongest this year of any in the history of the 
Legislature, showed its hand in the House to- 
day wher Representative Hench introduced a 
bill making it an offense punishable by fine for 
an employer to discharge an employé because 
he belongs to a labor organization. The bill 
was introduced at the request of organized 
labor, and as it hab’ that backing its author 
expects it to becomealaw. Its object is to 
strike at the railroads, first of all being the 
Pennsylvania system, which is highly unpop- 
ular in Indiana. It is thought by labor union- 
ists that this proposed bill will either stop the 
spread of the policy of the Pennsylvania to 
other roads to discharge union men or else it 
will precipitate a bitter fight between rail- 
roads and organized labor. 

At the afternoon session the Democrats took 
a stand against abolishing prison labor wher- 
ever it competes with outside manufacture, 
The minority report of the Committee on 
Rules asked for a special committee on that 
subject, and the propesition was advocated by 
the Republicans, but the more powerful Dem- 
ocratic contingent did Rot hesitate to slap or- 
ganized labor in the face by tabling the re- 

ort.

In closing the Governor recommends 
that the Uni States Government issue 
more bonds to provide for the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal and also that the sale of 
bonds for the purchase of goid be discon- 
tinued. 

The deadlock in the Senate was temporarily 
broken last night and the fight over patronage 
suspended until the time when the committee 
appointments come up, when the fight may 
be renewed if the terins are not strictly car- 
ried out.

THE QUARANTINE MEASURE. 


Whenever the Danger Is Great the Intro- 
duction of Persons or Property May Be 
Prohibited—Vote on Anti-Option May 


Be Reached Seon, as Filibustering Will 
Not Be Atte Amendments to the 
Constitution Not in Favor-—Vilas Op- 
poses Washburn. 

Wasnurvoeron, D. C., Jan, 10.—The bill grant- 
ing additional quarantine powers and impos- 
ing additional duties upon the Secretary of 
the Treasury and the Marine Hospital Service 
was passed by the Senate todey. An impor- 
tant amendment was adopted to the section 
giving the President power to suspend immt- 
gration from infected countries ; and now the 
section gives to the President power not only 
to suspend immigration but to prohibit in 
whole or in part the introduction of pereons 
and property. After the quarantine bill was 

assed the special order, the bill prohibiting 
immigration for one year, was permitted to 
lapse. The routine morning busipess (none 
of it important) occupied half an huur, and at 
its close the bill granting additional quaran- 
tine powers:and im posing additional duties on 
the Marine Hospital Service was again taken 
up, the pending question beg an amendinent 
offered yesterday by Mr. White (Dem., La.) 
that ali provisions of the act shall expire Jan. 

‘ The vote was taken and the amend- 
ment was rejected—yeas, 13; nays, 33. 

The bill, which had been in Committee of 
the Whole, was reported to the Senate and all 
the anendments were concurred in. Mr. 
Gray (Dem., Del.) moved to strike from the 
bill everything giving to the General Govern- 
ment power to establish quarantine regulations 
between one State and another. Rejected. Mr. 
Vilas (Dem., Wis.) moved to amend the sev- 
enth section, which gives the President power 
to suspend immigration from places where chol- 
era or other contagious or infectious diseases 
exist. The amendment was ~~ be President 
shall have wer to suspen nger 
travel. I'he venigenay which should forbid 
immigration, Mr. Vilas said, should be suffi- 
cient to forbid all passenger travel. After a 
short discussion Mr. Vilas’ amendment was 
rejected—yeas, 17; nays, 27. 

Mr. Palmer (Dem., lil.) moved to amend 
the same section by striking out the words 
“suspend immigration’’ and inserting the 
words ** prohibit in whole or in part the intro- 
duction of persons and property.” The 
amendment was assented to by Messrs, 
Chandier (Rep., N. H.) and Harris (Dem., 
Tenn. ), and was agreed to without a division. 
The seventh section was then (as amended) 
agreed to—yeas, 37: nays, 10. negative 
votes were given by Messrs. Berry, Bl tt, 
Butler, Coke, Gray, Hunton, Mills, Morgan, 
Visas, and White, Mr. Morgan (Dem., Ala.) 
moved an amendment that nothing in the act 
should be so construed as to authorize the 
United States to take into its ownership or 
control, for quarantine purposes, any proper- 
ty of any State without the consent of such 
State. jected—yeas, 19; nays, 28 The 
bill was then passed without a division. 

Sec. 7 of the Quarantine bill, as passed by 
the Senate in its amended form, is as follows: 

Sec. 7. That whenever it shall be shown to the 
satisfaction of the President that by reason of the 
existence of cholera or other infectious or conta- 
gious diseases in a foreign country there is seri- 
ous danger of the introduction of the same into 
the United States, and that, notwitstanding the 
quarantine defense, this danger is so increased 
by the introduction of persons or property from 
such country that a suspension of the right to in- 
troduce the same 1s demanded in the interest of 
public health, the President shall have power to 
prohibit, in whole or in part, the introduction of 
persons and property from such countries or 
places as be shall designate and for such period 
of time as he may deem necessary. 

An appropriation of $1,000,000 is made to 
enable the President to carry the act into ef- 
fect. Compensation is to be made for quar- 
antine buil and property received from 
States or municipalities. The act of March 3, 
1879, establishing the National Board of Health, 
is repealed.

‘Enemies of the Measure Say They Will 
Not Filibuster—Vilas’ Speech. 

Wasurnetor, D, C., Jan. 10.—[ Special. |— 
Opponents of the anti-option bill are talking 
"possum interviews. Their talk would lead to 
the belief that a vote will be had this week. 
The bill in all probability is coming toa vote, 
and will pass the Senate, yet the fixing of a 
definite time is an entirely different matter. 
The closer it seems to be getting to a vote the 
more Senators there will be who have hereto- 
fore kept quiet that will want to say a word. 
The quarantine measure was passed today 
after it had taken up three days’ time that be- 
longed to anti-option. Washburn won’t give 
way for anything else now, and the Appropri- 
ataons committee is disposed to let him have 
another week without pressing its own meas- 
ures. Probably the caucus vommittees which 
are arranging the order of business will fix a 
date for voting some time within a fortnight. 
Senator White of Louisiana, who is the leader 
of the opponents of the bill on the floor of the 
Senate, said today: 

*T shall not attempt to prevent by any 
equivocal means a vote from being had upon 
the anti-option bill. I have now been en- 
gaged in a fight which has extended over six 
months against the measure, and while I shall 
always do everything honorable in ny power 
to defeat this legislation I shall not filibuster 
against it. I do not think that that would be 
right or proper, dust when the final vote will 
be had upon the passage of the bill I cannot 
say on account of the uncertainty of possible 
future debate. Senator Hill told me that he 
wanted to make a speech upon it, but as he is 
absent I should certainly pot feel justified in 
making a speech of frum twelve to fifteen 
hours’ long just for the purpose of gaining 
time until he could come and relieve me.

Senator Cullom, who is a member of the 
caucus committee appointed a few days ago 
to arrange an order of business, said today: 
“The com mittee has not held a meeting yet, 
but when_it does I expsct that it will favor the 
plan of HMlowing the anti-option bili to come 
to a vote as early as positle. Certuinly it will 
keep the bill in its present place, and the final 
vote cannot be staved off much longer, I 
should judge.’”’ Senator Frye, who is aiso a 
member of the caucus committee, said that 
Mr. Sherman, its Chairman, was conferring 
with the Democratic caucus committee, and 
that as soon as he heard the view of the 
minority he would doubtless call a meeting of 
his com mittee. 

Mr. Vilas (Dem., Wis.) read the second part 
of his argument against the anti-option bill 
today. The passage of the bill, he declared, 
would be an attempted violation of the Con- 
stitution and an encroachment on the rights 
of the Statesand on the interests of the peo- 
ple at the sacrifice of the fidelity and duty ex- 
acted by Senators by their oaths, which ought 
to be observed as sacrediy as the duties of a 
priest ministering at the alter of God. The 
remedy proposed was a most drastic and peril- 
ous one. No one could reflect upon the possi- 
ble effects without a shudder of apprehension 
at the inevitable derangement it might work 
in the business transactions of the country. 
He could not but feel confident, however, that 
theexigencies of the Constitution would be met 
in the Senate chamber and that the friends of 
the Constitution and of constitutional liberty 
would pe numerous enough and strong enough 
for the emergency which was upon them.

NO ACTION ON SILVER PROBABLE, 


Senator Allison Will Probably Vote for the 
Purchase of Silver Repeal, 

Wasuinctox, D. C., Jan. 10.—| Special. }— 
The fact that Senator Allison does not think 
the Sherman law can be repealed at this ses- 
sion has caused a belief in some quarters that 
he wants the law to stand. Thisisnotso. It 
is now well understood that nothing will be 
done by Congress this winter. Speaking of 
the matter Senator Allison said: 

“It is apparent to me that at some time in 
the not distant future we must cease # pur- 
chase silver in the form now provided for, un- 
less an international monetary union is estab- 
lished or unless we expect to adopt the silver 
standard, which I do not believe in or favor. 
Wé could go on buying silver for some years 
and issuing Treasury notes, and especially so 
if in connection with these purchases we 
should also make provision for a gold reserve 
to redeem them; but with the present gold 
reserve it is not probable that we can continue 
these purchases fer any great length of time 
and still maintain gold redemption. 

“So that when a plan appears looking to 
the enlargement of the currency in some 
other practicable form I will probably sup- 
port the repeal of that portion of the act of 
1890 which provides for the purchase of sil- 
ver. In dealing witt this queshon the proba- 
bility of international monetary union should 
be considered. We are under no legal obli- 
gation to refrain from independent action; 
but having called ‘the conference it would 
seem prudent for us to refrain from action 
that should take effect duri 
for a reasonabie time, afterwards.”

The committee submits its repeal of the bullion 
purchase clause of the Sherman act with no 
other comment than that the experience of 
the last twe years has demonstrated that the 

licy entered upon at the time of ite passage 
ae failed to afford substantial benefit to any 
one and that its continuance is a menace to 
the prosperity of the country. The committee 
realizes that its proposition will stop the in- 
crease of the circulating medium by the issue 
of Treasury notes in purchase of silver, but 
the first section of the bill furnishes a large 
increase of circulation and one which in its 
opinion is much safer’ and more likely to 
supply the needs of the country at large. The 
com mittee also believes that the cessation of 
all silver purchases by this government will 
not merely efficiently aid in the effort to reach 
an international agreement fixing the ratio be- 
tween gold and silver for coinage purposes 
throughout the civilized world, but that such 
legislation as it proposes is a prerequisite to 

reaching an international agreement.

AN INTER-CONTINENTAL RAILWAY 


Tne Survey Made and the Work Accom- 
plished by the Commission, 

Wasuinoton, D, C., Jan. 10.—The Inter- 
Continental Railway Commission has had 
prepared a fac-simile ip miniature of Central 
and South America to show the surveys of the 
proposed railroad intended to unite the sys- 
tems of North and South America. The work 
was done by E. E. Court of the Hydrographic 
Office, and is a faithful representation of the 
topography of the countries named. It is 
about twenty-five feet long and will be sent 
to the World’s Fair as apart of the govern. 
ment exhibit. In addition to the lines sur- 
veyed for the railroad the map also shows the 
routes of the present and prospective steam- 
ship lines from North to South America, with 
the names of their terminal ports and inter- 
mediate stopping pointa, if any. 

At the last meeting of the members of the 
commission the work of the surveying parties 
was reviewed, and found to be in a satisfactory 
condition. The party, under charge of En- 
gincer Kelly, which surveyed the line from 
Quito, Ecuador, to Cuzco, Peru, the southern 
end, a distance of 1,900 miles, has concluded 
ita work. At the point where Engineer Kelly 
left off work the line joined on to that of the 
Peruvian system of roads in the plateau of 
Lake Titicaca. Another party is at present 
traversing Costa Rica southward from San 
José. A diversion was made from the main 
line at Canas Gordas, near Quimdo Pass, and 
a line surveyed to Carthagena, Bolivia. The 
party then sailed to Costa Rica, 
and is now in the reg on of the Atrata 
Basin, near the headwaters of the Atrata 
River. A third party, composed of army offi- 
cers, has been operating in the country from 
Agutla, on the southern border line of Mexico, 
to the Savegre River, and are now in Salva- 
der. To complete the scope of the project as 
outlined at the Pan-American conferanee 
surveys will be made from the main line 
through Venezuela to the coast and through 
Brazil to Rio Janeiro. The international 
commission will ask Congress for an appro- 
priation of $50,000 with which to finish up the 
office work of the survey and to publish the 
resulta,

tract, control things. Last fall the city gave 
the Independent Tug company a contract for 
the use of two tugs at $550a month, and in 
case of necessity allowed the use of an extra 
tug at $6 an hour. This is a smail amount for 
the hire of a tug, for it is almost less than 
the running expenses would amount to. The 
management uf the tugs is so contrivea that 
they are kept busy in other work and almost 
all the time at least one extra boat 
is being hired. at $$ an hour. 
John W. Coughlin, chief clerk of 
the bureau, has been placed in charge of the 
crib, and he has adopted a plan of stationing 
two tugs in the crib pond forthe purpose of 
creating acurrent. One would dothe work 
just as well, for I have often kept the passage 
open with the aid of a sweep operated by 
hand. The tugs are old and sometimes leak 
so badly that their steam is often used to 
pump them out. Sometimes they run out .of 
coal and I have then known the engineers to 
make. use of the city supply in the bunkers on 
the crib. The blockade last winter could have 
been avoided if there had been more tugs. 
The city is in danger now, and unless better 
taken to keep the rte free 
from ice the city will have a famine worse 
thao last year. 

“To show how nuch money was earned by 
these tugs let mre give you some figures from 
last year. One tug was hired for $500 a 
mont For the four months the tug was 
used the bill shoula have been $2,000. The 
tug company received $12,000, or $10,000 for 
extra work. A great deal of this was not 
needed. Once I sent the tug back to the 
city, but it was ordered out again and I was 
directed to let it remain. 

“By giving William Dall my place they 
have taken care of one of the favorites, and 
now think they have the whole thing to m- 
selves. I don’t think Engineer Clark is 
aware of the condition of affairs or he would 
order a change.” 

Capt. McKee explains the threatened famine 
ee Christmas week by saying that the 
trouble was not at his end of the line, but 
at the breakwatercrib.

* The statement printed in one paper that I 
have fed my family at the expense of the city 
is untrue. I have always bought allof my 
own provisions, and that is known to those 


‘who made those charges. The published re- 


port that the quarters of the ‘men are not so 
good as those in which my family reside is 
untrue. Those quarters were fitted up under 
Mayor Harrisor. The quarters used by the 
men were formerly occupied by the keeper’s 
family, and vice versa. During the thirteen 
years of my service there has not been a sin- 
gie complaint asto the food or sleeping quar- 


ters of the men except this one made to secure 


my discharge. 

** During all those years there has never 
béen an engineer, in addition to myself, until 
a month ago, when two engineers were added 
through Coghian’s influence. This was an 
additional and unnecessary expense to the city. 

“In my talk today with Engineer Clarke l 
asked him why I had been so summarily dis- 
charged after having served continuously for 
thirteen years. Hesaid it was for incom- 
petency. I replied, * You have not been out 
to the crib lately—do you make the charge

ALLEGE CRIMINAL CARELESSNESS. 


Indignant Passengers Will Proseeute West 
Side Street Railway Employes. 

While no one was injured in the grip car ac- 
cident Monday night at the Leavitt street 
crossing of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul tracks, it promises to be of interest to 
several ple. Some of the passengers on 
the car are disposed to think that it was no 
fault of the street car company that they were 
not killed outright and purpose to see if some 
one can be punished for what they call crim- 
inal carelessness. 

F. F. Altmeyer, No. 1010 Washtenaw avenue, 
one of the passengers, said yesterday: 

*“*Tne brake to the grip car was broken be- 
fore Chicago avenue had been reached, and 
the car h run into several wagons, doing 
some damage and shaking up the load of pas- 

rs. lasked the conductor if he did not 
consider it dangerous to travel iu that man- 
ner and was informed that it was ail right and 
a common occurrence. 

“When the railroad crossing was reached 
the conductor did not leave car zo 
ahead to see whether the track was clear. 
The car was going full speed and when the 
slow-going freight train appeared could not 
be stopped on account of the defective brake. 
The car ran into the third or fourth freight- 
car and each passing car tore pieces out of it. 

“ The jar started every one of the sixty pas- 
sengers to his feet, and confusion and panic 
followed. Everybody wanted to get out at 
once through the rear door, and when those in 
the frontend could not get out they broke 
through the windows and reached the ground 
that way. One woman lost her muff, another 
her spuknibeok, and several men lost their 
hats in the struggle to leave the car, which 
was being ground into pieces by the freight 
cars all the time. Several women fainted and 
were taken toa neighboring drugstore. No 
one was injured. 

“As soon as the men passengers found 
themselves safe they began making inquiries 
for the gripman. He was nowhere tobe 
found. He had fled. The conductor laid the 
blame on the railroad and the gripman. 

** There used to be a flagman at that crossing, 
but he has not been there recently. The 
passengers did not like the way their lives 
were in danger, and asked a passing 
Police Sergeant to arrest the gripman 
conductor for criminal carelessness, but we 
were told that nothing could be done unless 
sompe one was hurt or killed. I am going to 
look into the case and see if we can prosecute 


- them.« The cara are always -crowded there, 


and it is not right to place our lives in the 
keeping of such careless ple. The grip- 
‘man is James McLauch, No. 521; the con- 
ductor, P. E. Johnson, No. 692; the car, No. 
913. re are some others interested with 
me in this business, and are as deterinined as 
Iam to pushit.

“* After the accident the car was taken off 
the track.

Officiais of the West Side Street Car com- 
pany said of the accident: “* The cause of the 
collision was the breaking of a grip brake 
chain. It broke just before the gate to the 
railway crossing was reached. The momen- 
tum of the street car train drove it onto the 
crossing and — the slowly moving freight 
train. The railroad keeps a flagman there in 
the daytime, but not at that time of the night. 
The damage to the grip was $60. The grip- 
man did not disappear. He took that car to 
the barn and the books show him as report- 
ing there at the end of the trip.

THE “ HELLO” BUSINESS IN JAPAN. 


How the Insular Asiatic Adopts Modern 
Electrical Ideas, 

Very interesting and instructive 1s the arti- 
cle on telephony and telegraphy in Japan 
which appears in the current issue of the West- 
ern Electrician from the pen of Kunihiko 
Iwadare, chief engineer of the Osaka Elec- 
tric Light company, who is now on a mission 
to this country for the purpuse of studying 
American practice in electrical engineer- 
ing. The telegraph and telephone systems 
are both under government control, and the 
charges are, in consequence, exceedingly mod- 
erate. For instance, a jtelegraphic message 
consisting of ten Japanese alphabetical letters 
or under can be sent all over the empire for 
about 10 cents in our money. The telephone 
service is also remarkably cheap, judging by 
the charges for the same service in this coun- 
try. The annual subscription is now $35 
per year all through the empire. The conse- 
quence is that the service is popular and grow- 
ing, the rate of increase in Tokio, for exam- 
ple, being about fifty per m»nth. ’ 

All the poles for telegraphic service are 
straighter and stouter than in this country, 
and they are subjected to a preserving process 
tefore being placing in position by injecting 
into the pores of the wood asulphate of copper 
solution. The poles are put up with great care, 
having braces and guys, especially on curves. 
Women are not employed as operators in the 
telegraph offices, although in the telephone 
exchanges théy are employed in the daytime. 
From 8 p. m. to7 a.m. male operators are 
employed, and Mr. Iwadare naively remarks 
that “ female operators are more popular than 
male operators, and in fact some of the sub- 
scribers request us to em ploy female operators 
even during the night.” Ail the operators 
must be under 25 and above 14 yearsof age 
and unmarried. 

Long distance telephony has made great 
headway in Japan, and experiments between 
Tokio and Najoya, 240 miles, and Tokio and 
Osaka, 385 miles, have been entirely success- 
ful, although the system is not in commercial 
operation. The greatest distance at present 
covered by telephone in a practical way is be- 
tween Osaka and Kobe, a distance of twenty- 
five miles, It is expected, however, that all 
the principal cities of the empire will soon be 
connected by the long-distance telephone. 


Not a Correct Picture.

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The Supreme Court Molds That the Ac- 
cretion to Public Funds Belongs to the 
State—Criminal Actiqgn Cannot Be 
Brought Against Treasurers Who Have 
Pocketed Interest, but They and Their 
Sureties Can Be Sued for Its Return— 
Decision Means $700,000 to Wisconsin. 


Manpisox, Wis., Jan. 10,—[{Special.]—The 
Supreme Court today handed down its long 
looked for decision in the cases of the State 
against ex-Treasurers to secure interest on 
State money deposited m various banks dur- 
ing their respective terms of office. 

The Supreme Court affirms the judgment of 
of the Circuit Court, and the ex-Treasurers or 
their sureties are held liable for thesum of 
such interest ,moneys, together with interest 
from date of judgment in the lower court. 
The amount that will have to be paid into the 
Treasury by these gentlemen is nearly $700,- 
000.. The decision was unanimous and was 
written by Chief Justice Lyon, containmg 
about 20,000 words. 

The c@urt reviews the case, which is that 
against E. C. McFetridge and his sureties, 
at length giving the details of the suit and 
findings in the lower court which found that 
money received by a Treasurer as interest on 
public funds, loaned and deposited, became 
accessory to and a part of those funds. The 


-opinion of Judge Newman of the Circuit 


Court is quoted in full in Justice Lyon’s opin- 
ion. The alleged failure of the Treasurer to 
perform his duties as Public Land Commis- 
sioner in the investment of trust funds is held 
to have no significance ia thiscase. The 
court says: 

It is held that it is unnecessary to determine 
whether if the Treasurer illegally made such de- 
posits he fulfilled his obligations to the State 
when he paid over the funds thus deposited as re- 
quired by law. Whatever the rights of sureties 
are in such case to allow urer to escape 
accounting to the State for gains accruing from

We con 

fore, that Treasurer McFetridge did not commit 

acriminal offense under Sec. 4,419 when he made 

the deposits in question. 

The court further holds that the Treasurer 
committed no unlawful act when he made the 
deposits; that he did not invest the State 
funds m making such deposits and hence did 
not violate the law which prohibited him from 
so doing. In summing up the court said: 

Upon due consideration our conelusions upon 
the whole case are, and the court so holds, that 
the funds which Treasurer McFetridge deposited 
with banks were the property of the State; that 
in m such deposits as Treasurer and stipu- 
lating for the receiving interest thereon or re- 
ceiving interest without such stipulation, he did 
not violate any law of the State; that such inter- 
est so paid to him being an accretion or incre- 
ment to the fund, increasing it by the amount of 
interest thus paid thereon, belongs to the State; 
that Treasurer McFetridge received such inter- 
est by virtue of his office of State Treasurer and 

same to his d= affice; 
that to account therefore 
to -the State or to deliver the same 
to his successor ir office, as required by law, is a 
breach of the conditions of his official bond; and 
that this action can be maintained on such bond 
against him and his sureties therein to recover 
the interest thus received him and unac- 
counted for. In determining this case the court 
has adopted many of the views of the learned 
Circuit Judge, but withholds ite approval of 
others. Inasmuch as we arrive at the same con- 
clusion reached by him, although by different 
processes of reasoning, it is unnecessary further 
to discuss the propositions in his very able opin- 
ion which we are not prepared to adopt, The 
judgment of the Circuit Court must be ed. 

The court has been working almost con- 
stantly upon this decision for three months, 
and it is to stand as a precedent for all other 
courts.

SUITS FOR LIVE-STOCK REBATES, 


Iowa Shippers Ask Repayment for Alleged 
Discriminations of the Northwestern. 
Sroux Crry, Ia., Jan. 10.—[Special. ]—Live 

stock shippers over the Chicago and North- 

western have organized as the Northwestern 

Live Stock Shippers’ Organization, for the 

purpose of instituting a number of suits 

againt the Northwestern road. The cases are 
brought to recover overcharges because of 
discriminations made against them. The pe- 
titions filed allege that prior to the enactment 
of the Inter-State Commerce law, and as far 


| back as 1881, the Chicago and Northwestern 


road discriminated against the members of 
the association in the matter of rates on 
live stock "~¥ by them to Chicago. It 
is charged that a regular tariff of rates 
was advertised and that old shippers paid the 
rate, but that many shippers received heavy 
rebates from the company while others did 
not. These rebates, it is alleged, were ofa 
nature that when paid to a shipper from Sioux 
City and not paid to a shipper at Carroll, Ia., 
orsome point further East, the Sioux City 
shipper got his stock into Chicago for less 
money than did the Carroll shipper, although 
it was hauled over 100 mules further. It is 
also charged that discrimination was shown 
as between shippers from the same points, 
and that,while some shippers paid the full 
advertised tariff on stock sent to Chicago 
others secured a rebate of as much as $20 on a 
car. The claims against the company aggre- 

ate upward of $100,000, probably nearly 

50,000. Henry Reinhardt of this city has a 
claim of $20,000. The claim vf John Smith of 
Chicago, who formerly ontpged from this city 
and Mapleton, is larger. J. H. Smith of Sioux 
City has aclaim of nearly $20,000. ‘The first

COMPLAIN OF THE SMOKE NUISANCE. 


North Side Residents Say the Hotel St. Ben- 
edict Is Almost Intolerable. 


Resideuts in the vicidity of Chicago avente © 


and Rush street have complained of the smoke 
coming from the chimney of the Hotel St. 
Benedict. On Rush street, south of Chicago 
avenue, the occupants of Nos. 179 to 187; 
people living in flats in the St. James, Rush 
street and Chicago avenue; and the residents 
of Nos. 346 to 356 Chicago avenue were seen. 
In every instance the expressions were about 
as follows: 

“The smoke from that chimney has long 
been an annoyance. It penetrates the rooms, 
blackens curtains and carpets, and frequently 
makes the air oppressive for breathing. No 
clothes can be hung out in the yard. We can 
have no ventilation or free air admitted 
through our windows. Cornplaints have been 
made, but they seem to have no effect in abat- 
ing the nuisance. While Mr. Sexton, the 
owner of the St. Benedict, keeps up street im- 
provements and has his property look well, his 
chimney is intolerable.” 

It was stated to a reporter for Taz Trisuxz 
that two or three years ago Robert McFadden 
drew up a petition to the Council which was 
signed by the surrounding residents, the ob- 
ject of which was to have the nuisance abated. 
The hotel isa large L, shaped struature, four 
stories high. is a soft or 
bituminous coal known as the Indiana block.

GOV. ALTGELD’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

As the Edwards Compulsory Education law 
was partly responsible for Gov. Aitgeld’s hav- 
ing an opportunity to send a message to the 
Legislature it is not astonishing that he should 
begin with that topic. In accordance with the 
platform of his-party he urges the rspeal of 
that law, and then recommends something 
which was not in the platform—that another 
law free from objections be substituted for it. 
The incoming Governor echoes the sentiments 
of the outgoing one when he says “ children 
cannot be permitted to grow up on the streefs 


 learniag nothing but the rudiments of crime.” 
The Legislature should pass an unobjectionay 


ble compulsory law. But for the Democrats 
one would have been passed two years ago. 
All Illinoisans want one except some bigoted 
Bourbon Democrats. 

The attention of the Legislature is callea to 

the question of interest‘on publie funds. The 
Governor suggests that. the interest go to the 
people, but that the salaries of the officers 
having the custody of State or municipal 
funds be determined by the amount of money 
they handle, so that a person having the cus- 
tody of and responsible for a million be paid 
more than one having in charge only half that 
sum. This is not a bad idea if properly elab- 
orated, but it is doubtful whether the General 
Assembly can be induced to legislate on the 
subject. The number of persons interested in 
the maintenance of the present system is 
large and influential. 
_ As was to be expected, the Governor urges 
the adoption of a new system at the peniten- 
tiaries. He thinks a few.convicts might be 
se to work preparing material for making 
roads, and that the labor of the remainder 
should be divided among a number of indus- 
tries so that there may be the least possible 
competition with outside free labor. He ad- 
mits that this will require considerable outlay 
for machinery and tools, but thinks that “ with 
proper management ”’ the peritentiaries can 
be run without becoming a burden on the 
State. This “diversified industries”’ plan 
was tried once, and became a grievous burden 
to the State. It is true that the management 
at that time was very bad, but it requires 
“ proper management ”’ of the ablest kind to 
enable the State to run a lot of industries with 
convict labor and not be a heavy loser. 
Doubtless the experiment will be tried unless 
the present House is as indifferent to the sub- 
ject as the last one was, and does nothing. 
There is a large sum to the credit of the pen- 
itentiaries at present, so that the Democrats 
can experiment for a year or two without 
having to call on the taxpayers for much 
money. . 

Regarding taxation the Governor speaks in 
very general terms. 
fically that there be a heavy corporation fee 
to be paid when a corporation is organized. 
That idea has been adopted in New York aad 
has worked well. ‘he present fee in Lilinois 
is a nominal one. He, suggests also that 
there be a heavy graduated succession tax on 
the estates of deceased persons. The Govern- 
or also hints that the revenue system is in 
such bad shape that the best way to mend it 
will be by a revision of the Constitution. 


There are also other matters, he says, regard-— 


ing which legislation is needed, but cannot bo 
had because of the difficulties interposed by the 
present Constitution. While he does not urge 
the calling of a constitutional convention he 
seems to favorit. The Legislature must not 
forget, however, that it is slow work to get a 
new Constitution. A proposition for a con- 
vention cannot be submitted to the people be- 
fore November, 1894. If the voters favor the

idea its members cannot be elected before the. 


spring of 1895. Their work cannot be submit- 


1895, and laws made under it could not well 
be put into operation before 1897. 

The Governor says little on the subject of 
redistricting. It will be difficult to do the 
work, he says, so as to do exact justice to all in- 
te~ests and parties, but he hopes for the near- 
est possible approximation to that result. He 
declares that “‘ as a rule injustice benefits no- 
body and almost invariably comes home to 
plague its authors.”” This sounds well, but 
the Democrats in the House and Senate may 
think that a little gerrymander in Iilinoig, will 
be an exception to the rule, and will bea 
blessing rather than a plague to its authors 
two years hence when they want to elect a 
United States Senator. 

The Governor makes one suggestion which 
deserves the serious attention of the Legisla- 
ture. It is that power be given the courts to 
impose indeterminate sentences on criminals, 
the total length of continement depending on 
the behavior of the criminal. There is reason 
to believe that the Governor is right in saying 
that this plan would tend to diminish crime. 


WASHINGTON PARK AND THE MILITARY 
ENCAMPMENT. 

In the original concession of a locality for 
the World’s Fair grounds made by the South 
Park Commissioners it was understood that 
the northern part of Jackson Park would be 
sufficient for all purposes and that Washing- 
ton Park should be left unmolested. Upon 
all sides it was admitted that the latter park, 
two miles away from the Fair, should remain 
as the people’s park. Now come the National 
Commission and the Secretary of War with 
the proposition that the large open space of 
Washington Park shall be occupied ds a 
camping ground for 3,000 regular ar my troops 
next'summer. 

It is well to consider what would be in- 
volved in case this proposition were conceded. 
Under the strict regulations of army discipline 
Washington Park would be taken away from 
the thousands of nen, women, and children 
who need it asa pleasure ground and as a 
resting spot. But this is the least of the evils 
that would be entailed. Three thousand men 
would have to live in the park. Hospitals 
must be established for the sick. Stables 
must be erected for the rumerous ‘horses. 
Kitchens must be set up for cooking. In a 
word a public nuisance will be established in 
_the most beautiful part of Washington Park. 
There is no drainage in that park. This 
raises the inevitable.question: What is to be 
done with the refuse of the stabies and of the 
camp and with the garbage of the sinks and 
the kitchens? It is bad enough to take the 
park away from the people; it is worse, after 
taking it away, to make ita nuisance and to 


| leave it, as inevitably it will be left, virtually 
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in Washington Park an argument might 
‘be made in its favor, but it is not a necessity. 
There is room enough at the south end of 
Jackson Park for an encampment, and in that 
locality 1t would be nearer to the people than 
in Washington Park, two miles away from 
the Fair buildings. If space is needed for 
military maneuvers there is ample room on 
the lake frontage of Jackson Park. The Gov- 
ernment and uther buildmgs indeed were lo 
cated a sufficient distance back from the 
lake for this very purpose. Apart, there- 
fore, from the injustice of the proceeding as it 
affects the rights of the people and endangers 
their property, there is no sufficient reason for 
occupying Washington Park. 

The people do not-wapt to lose Washington 
Park. The Executive committee of the local 
Board of Directors has notified the Park Com- 
missioners that it was not aparty to this 
movernent and that it does not have its sanc- 
tion. The South Park Commissioners from 
the very outset have labored hard to preserve 
the right of the people to enjoy as much of 
the park system as is possible and to give up 
only those parts of it which are essential to 
the scheine of the Fair. The Commisstoners, 
therefore, cannot be suspected of favoring the 
plan of the National Commission. Unless 
some more vital reason than has yet been of- 
fered can be made the Commissioners will be 
justified in doing everything to retain Wash- 
ington Park for the people. 


WHAT THE GOVERNOR HAS DONE FOR 
LABOR. , 

An accurate summary of Gov. Altgeld’s 
inaugural messege was printed in yesterday's 
Trisuns; the fuil text will be found in this 
morning’s issue. Thdt portion of it to which 
workingmen will turn with the most interest 
will be that relatmg to labor. They have not 


ernor told them there were many things he 
would do for labor were he elected. Just 
what they were he would not state, but they 
voted for him on faith. They may feel dis- 
appointed when they come to read his recom- 
mendations, 

Ore of them is that some way be found to 
subject strikes and lockouta—euphemistically 
called “labor controversies”—to law. The 
Governor has read what Tux Trreuwe has had 
to say on various occasions about the incon. 
yenience and suffering to which an innocent 
public is subjected while employer and em- 
ployé are having their little fights, and ne says 
truthfully “a strike on a railroad is not lim- 
ited to a contention between employer and 
employé, but it affects all people along the 
line of the road, who have adjusted their af- 
fairs to the operation of the road, and who 
are entitled to protection at the hands of the 
State.” 

The Governor is inclined to look with favor 
on arbitration through the agency of the State. 
He has no doubt as to the rigbt of the latter 
to make a thorough investigation and render 
a decision, ** but the difficulty arises in enforc- 
ing the decision. The State cannot compel 
an unwilling employer to run h‘s shop, nor 
can it compel unwilling employés to go to 
work.” Yet he thinks that in many instances 
the moral effect of a State decision would end 
a strike, that if the men refused to work after 
a decision was given against them the State 
could give ita entire power to protect an em- 
ployer in hirmg new men, and that if the em- 
ployer refused to accept an‘adverse decision 
he might be compelled to pay the cost of any 
special protection given him. As to the con- 
stitutionality of forcing an employer to pay 
for protection to which he is constitutionally 
entitled he says nothing. 

Another recommendation or suggestion is 
that the hours of labor be shortened *‘ where- 
ever this can be done by legislation,” so that 
there may be work for men who would be 
otherwise temporarily thrown out of work by 
labor-saving machinery. The Governor re- 
frains, however, from saying what can be 
done by legislation to shorten the hours of 
labor. That omission will not please the 
workingmen. 

He suggests also that there be more thor- 
ough legislation tu regulate the employment 
of children in factories and to improve the 
sanitary conditions of places where people are 
compelled to work. These are praiseworthy 
objects. It may be that the existing laws will 
guffice, if intelligently and faithfully enforced. 
If the laws are defective the Legislature should 
act on the Governor’s advice. It has full pow- 
er in the premises, : 

The Governor says that the State must do 
justice to employer and employé, and see to 
it that law and order are maintained, and life 
and property protected. He hits the nail on 
the head when he says that “ many civil of.- 
ficers have shown a disposition to shirk their 
duty during a strike.” But for their indiffer- 
ence or cowardice there never wou'd have 
been any Pinkertons. The Governor says the 
State should “ absolutely prohibit the use of 
these armed mercenaries by private corpora- 
tions or iadividuals.” There isalawon the 
statute books forbidding them tv assume to 
act as officers of the law without proper au- 
thority orto parade with arms without prop- 
er permission. It has been supposed that 
that law was sufficient. It has answered its 
purpose. The Governor should have told how 
he wants it amended. 

And finally he tells the “ laboring classes ” 
that “‘if they are to advance it must be by 
their own intelligent and conservative 
standing together.” He does not en- 
courage them to depend on legislation, or to 
look to him or the State for relief. He admits 
that he has no panacéa for their ills, and that 
if they want to be well taken care of they must 
take care of themselves. This was not the 
spirit of his ante-election speeches. 
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BANE CLEARINGS OF LAST YEAR. 

The Financial Chronicle sums up the bank 
clearings of the principal cities in the United 
States for last year and formally concedes to 
Chicago the secona place on the list. It says 
we have passed Boston. The totals in milil- 
ions of dollars include 36,662 for New York, 
5,136 for Chicago, 5,005 for Boston, and 3,810 
for Philadelpma. These figures shuw that 
for the whole year we led Boston by 2.6 per 
cent, or more than one dollar in forty. The 
clearings of the whole country, as compared 
with one year previously, show a gain of 11.7 
per cent for the first quarter, 9.5 for the sec- 
ond, 7.3 for the third, and 10.1 for the fourth, 
the increase for December being 12.4 per cent. 
These corresponding figures reflect well the 
increase in business due to the movement of 
the enormous crops of 1891 and the relative 
revival due to the rapid marketing of the 
wheat raised in 1892. The fluctuations in New 
York were more marked, as might be inferred 
from the speculative character of many of the 
transactions which make up the big total for 
that city. The first quarter showed an in- 
crease of 22.6 per cent in the clearings, the 
second 7.5, the third only 0.7, and the fourth 
6.4, the clearings for December showing a 
gain of 11.3 per cent, while those for Septem- 
ber and October shuwed a decrease. It is in- 
teresting too to note that while the entire 
country gained 9.1 per cent for the year the 
gain for all except New York was 9.7 per cent.

FADS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

It is probable that the vexed question of 
school salaries will engage the attention of 
the Board of Education this evening. In ad- 
justing these salaries it is both and 
necessary that the board should into 
consideration the fact that the estimates show 
that fads cost the taxpayers $111,000 in 1892, 
This is money thrown away. The way to 
remedy this is to cut off such fancy studies as 
eloyd, clay molding, physical culture, sewing, 
ana music; if this cannot be done, then to 
reduce the expense for this waste of the 
pupil’s time instead of increasing it. Only 
solid, useful studies should be retained, and 
those who want fads should seek them outside

payers to do it. 

The board might well go a step further, 
There should be taught in the primary and 
grammar grades only one language, the Amer- 
ican, the language of the country in which its 
business is transacted and in which its litera- 
ture and laws are written. Foreign languages 
should be paid for specially by the parents, as 
the German Lutherans do in their parochial 
schools. There is no more reason for teach- 
ing German in the public schools than there is 
tor teaching Bohemian, Scandinavian, Italian, 
ot Polish. How long will it be before these 
nationalities will demand of the demagogues 
of the Democratic party that their languages 
shall be taught at the public expense in the com- 
mon schools of the city? How can such a de- 
mana be resisted and the denial justified while 
another foreign tongue is taught in the schools 
at public expense? This is a question which 
before long will present itself for solution. 
The Italians, and especially the Poles and 
Bohemians, are becoming both important and 
dictatorial factors in that conglomeration 
known as the Democratic party, which in this 
city is five parts foreign and one part Ameri- 
can in its membership.

PAYING RENTAL VALUE IN RUSSIA. 

The Philadelphia Press reports the sub- 
stance of a lecture delivered in that city by 
mr. Blankenburg on the Russian famine, and 
says one of the valuable features of the ad- 
dress was his explanation of the communal 
system of land tenure in the famine districts. 
The land is recognized as the property of the 
whole community and is rented to the highest 
bidder for terms of ten or twelve years. The 
money derived from the sale of the leases is 
quickly spent by the whole community in 
feasting and carousal, thus proving of no per- 
manent benefit to the recipients. On the 
other hand, those who hold the land have no 
motive to increase its permanent fertility, 
and simply crop it to the last possible 
degree. “Under these conditions’ famine 
was sure to come sooner or iater, 
as it will follow eventually every- 
where” in places where the land is held in the 
same way. The Russian famine demonatrates 
beyond occasion for further cavil the folly ot 
the communal system of land tenure, and 
carries with it a stern condemnation of the 
policy now being advocated by Henry 
George for , adoption in the United 
States. It tends to vindicate the  wis- 
dom of the theory that individual land- 
holding is most conducive to the good ofa 
people, a it promotes the highest possible 
fertility and the greatest productive capacity 
for future years. If the farmers of this country 
were required to pay the full rental value of 
their land they would have no further interest 
in it than the 2ussian peasaat has in the soil 
which he tills badly because he does not 
own it. 
a plight would be to take a long 
step backward in our civilization. Instead of 
the landless laborers of the cities secking 
farms in the country and paying full rent 
therefor they would cling still nore closely to 
the towns. On the osher hand, the farms now 
occupied would be abandoned by all who 
could possibly get away, because the removal 
would be looked on as an escape from condi- 
tions little short of slavery. For those who 
remained on the farm under the George con- 
ditions life would be hopeless and unendura- 
ble. Ofall the schemes for taxation ever de- 
vised his would be the most disastrous and 
repugnant to the toiling masses. It would be 
a delusion and a snare.

The Troy Press, opposing Mr. Springer’s 
constitutional amendment changing the 
“method of electing the President, says:

The marriage of Ferdinand, Crown Prince 
of Roumania, and Princess Marie, eldest 
daughter of the Duke of Edinburg, is likely 
to have an important bearing on political 


-affairs in the Balkans, and co uently it isa 


matter of moment to all the European na- 
tions. . 

Princess Mane is haif Russian, her mother 
being the Grand Duchess arie Alex- 
androwua, only daughter of Czar Alexander 
Il, Princess ie is said to be Russian in 
her tendencies, and, as her character isa 
much stronger one than her hus>band’s, ber 
influence before and after she reaches the 
throne will be exerted in favor of Russia. 

It is stated that to prevent the possibility of 
adirect heir bemg born to succeed to the 
thrune of Roumania, which would prevent his 
daughter becoming Queen, the Duke of Edin- 
burgh secured the written consent of <9 
Charles not to marry again in the event o 
Queen Elizabeth’s death. 

Prince Ferdinand is the second son of 
Prince Leopold of Hohenzollern-Sigmaring- 
en, who is elder brother of King Charlies 
of Roumania, King Charles is childless, his 
only daughter having died from diphtheria 
shortly after her birth in 1874. The Constitu- 
tion of Roumania provides for the succession 
of the throne to the line of Prince Leupold. 
In 1880 Prince Leopold renounced his mghte 
to the succession in favor of his son, Prince 
William. Thelatter in turn renounced his 
rights in favor of his brother, Prince Ferdi- 
nand, in 1888, and in 1889 King Charles issued 
a decree creating him Prince of Roumapia. 

The Queen of Ruumania has written several 
well-known works of prose and poetry under 
the nom de plume of “*Carmen Sylva.” Her 
efforts to bring about a marriage between 
Prince Ferdinand and Mlle. Vacaresco, one 
of her maids of honor, are weil remembered. 
The wedding of the Crown Prince inay not be 
just the proper occasion to draw attention to 
the bridegroom’s prior love affair, but as his 
devotion to Mlle. Vacaresco threatened to 
overthrow the Roumanian dynasty, it b&b @ 
historical as well as a personal matter. At 
the time the affair was fresh in_ the public 
mind owing to the refusal of the Roumanian 
Parliament to sanction a marriage between 
the Crown Princé and Mile. Vacaresco, and 
its threat to change thé succession if the 
Crown Prince persisted in his determination 
to marry her, the following history of Mlle. 
Vacaresco and her family appeared: 

** Few intrigues born of women at court have 
caused more trouble in modern times than the 
schemes of this young girl to succeed a Queen. 
Mile. Vacaresco 1s not yet 30 and looks hardly 
25. She is a Roumanian, of medium height, 
dark skin, full proportions. Her hair is 
biack, her lips have asweliing fullness, and 
her forehead is smooth ahd rounding. She is 
of the noble Roman house of Vacaresco, per- 
haps the most shameful of all noble houses on 
the continent. Her father is as incapable as 
he is degraded, He was sent in 1888 to Bel- 
grade as Ambassador, but subsequently se- 
cured the embassy at Brussels and then that 
of Rome. In all three cities he was notorious 
asa patron of public women and was treated 
by the diplomatic corps with contem Mile. 
Helene differs from the rest of her house in 
that she is intelligent and brilliant. She is 
essentially french in training and taste.

A general meeting 
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Prof, Stuart Says It Furnished Him Many 
Pointers for Chicago’s System. 

Prof. E. B. Stuart, City Inspector of Milk, 
returned yesterday from looking into the sys- 
tem of milk inspection in force in Boston. 

“I made the trip,” said be, “at my own ex- 
pense. It was taken for the purpose of estab- 
lishing Chicago’s milk inspection service on & 
good foundation. At the head of Boston’s 
milk inspection I found a thoroughly well 
qualified man in the person of Charles Har- 
rington. Aiding Prof, Harrington are three 
inspectors and three chemists, This force— 
three men less than the number em loyed by 
Chicago—is kept busy all the time. num- 
ber of samples of milk analyzed in a year av- 
erages ‘nearly 17,000. Thedepartment is main- 
tained at a cost of $12,000 a year, I am 
informed that this money came practically 
from the general fund of the city and not 
from licenses, as is the case in Chicago. 

“For thirty-three years the Boston de 
ment has beea in successful operation. a 
the system has been copied so widely by other 
large cities seems to prove conclusively—in 
view of the fact that it has. been thoroughly 
investigated before ae copied—that it is 
one of unexampled meri 

“The conditions of Boston's milk supply 
are practically the same as in Chicago. A 
vast difference exists, however, as to the 
amount of milk consumed. In Boston 54,000 
gallons are used daily, while in Chicago the 
consumption is 125,000 or more. Boston’s 
supply reaches consi mers through less than 
700 dealers, while in Chicago there are about 
5,000 dealers. It is this latter fact that will 
show the vast work devolving upon tne Chi- 
cago department of milk inspection. But 
the inspection already begun here will doubt- 
less result in cutting down the number of 
dealers. That there are many unscrupulous 
dealers here waa plainly shown by the article 
that appeared in [us Trisunz some time ago 
on the subject of Chicago’s milk hag 

Ky age s standard of milk -is per cent 
water, cent milk solids, and 9% 
per cent solids, exclusive of fat. Chica- 
go’s standard is r cent total 
solids, 3 r cent of which must be 
fat. The Shicago standard will not be 
changed. but it wull be enforved. The milk- 
men in Boston regard the department as of 
great use to them, enabling them to sell milk 
of good quality at fair prices. I was informed 

that in case a man undertakes to do a skim- 
milk business the deaiers join with the depart- 
ment in putting him out of the business. 

**In the matter of details I gaineda num- 
ber of new ideas that will be of vaiue in this 
city. Where Boston’s inspection. looks into 
less than 17,000 samples a year Chicago’s 
must analyze 60,000. When it is considered 
that we have only three more men than Bos- 
ton the amount of labor to be done over that 
of the Boston department is something tre- 
mendous. It is impossible to say how much 
money the Chicago department will have to 
work with, since its revenue comes from a 
license of $10 apiece per dealer. The number 
is liable to change. 

‘*It speaks wonders for the Boston system 
that out of 15,690 inspections only 175 samples 
were found below the standard. Of these 175 

‘off’ samples fifteen were colored, and in six 
chemicals were found to have been used. 
dealer found handling milk that is bad is 
fined heavily.” 

Prof Stuart’s assistant, Prof. Gehrmann, 
will visit New York, Philadelphia, and Balti- 
more for the purpose of examining the system 
of milk inspection in those cities. 


INSURANCE NEWS. 


Many of the local underwriters express dis- 
satisfaction at the committee of experts appointed 
to examine the automatic fire alarm systems. ~ 
This committee, it is said, is not selected in ac- 
cordance with the resolution passed by the Under- 
writers’ Association. By this Charles E. Bliven, 
manager of the American of Philadelphia. was to 
be one of the committee, and the Chairman was 
to select the remaining two. Vice-President 
Hopkins, who as presiding officerin the absence 
of President Ayars, makes the appointments, has 
chosen Messrs. Summers, Carroll, and Chandler. 
‘These, it is claimed, are all more or less friendly 
to the Western Electric company, which is one of 
the companies whose fire alarm system is to 
tested by the committee. Manager Biiven, when 
asked about the matter yesterday, replied that he 
had never been asked to serve on the committee. 


As the result of the many conflicting rumors 
and, it seems, the uncertainty of the principals 
themselves, a good deal of doubt exists among 
the members of the underwriters’ association as 
to who are candidates for the office of President 
and Vice-President for the coming year. It is 
understood that there are two tickets. One is 
headed by James Ayars, the association's Presi- 
dent.

opkins and H. Darlington are respectively the 
ashes candidates for President and Vice-Presi- 

ent. 


George Belding, special agent of the Rock- 
ford and formerly Superintendent of the United 
Fire Reinsurance company, has been Sepraten as- 
sistant manager of the Delaware and Reliance In- 
surance companies in thiscity. D. F. Devon, who 
has just been appointed general manager of the 
Delaware and Reliance ‘for their Western depart- 
ment, yesterday made this announcement. Mr.

Officers for the coming 
year will be elected, and it is probable some de- 
cision as regards the future of the company will 
be reached. It is understood efforts are being 
made by Cleveland capitalists to form a stock 
company there with 000 capital to assume 
the name and reinsure the business of the Ohio 
Farmers’, 


Considerable difficulty has been expen- 
enced of late in securing sufficient insurance on 
ork at the Stock-Yards packing-houses. The 
mitof the Chicago agencies was reached some 
tine ago. Last week a $100,000 line was written 
in New York, and yesterday $75,000 more was 
sent there. The cause of this pressure is the ex- 
treme high price of pork. The price yesterday 
reached $19.47 per bri, the highest it has been for 
years. 


The insurance patrol’s report of yesterday 
gave a list of the insurance carried by the United 
States Grewi company, formerly Bartholamae 
& Roesing. All the companies carried heavy lines 
ranging from that of the London and Lancashire, 
$90,000, to that of the Guardian, $18,000.

In Nebraska I have known a half- 
dozen towns to be swept practically off from the 
earth by cyclones; and i have spent quite a num- 
ber of hours watching them—the cyclones, not the 
towns—gather in the northwest, with my chair 
conveniently located with reference to an open 
cellar dour, prepared to “slide”’ if they came my 
way.—Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 


Navigation on the Yukon, 

The great Yukon River of Alaska is soon to be 
made a highway of commerce by the establish- 
menton it of a regular service of sidewheel 
steamers. The first non. of the proposed line, 
now building, will run from St. Michael's Island, 
fifty-five miles from the mouth of the Yukon —at 
which point it will connect with Norton Sound 
steamers—over 2,200 miles up the river. The fact 
that Alaska has the third -possibly the second— 
largest river in North America is not often remem- 
bered. The new steamer, the P. B. Weare, will estab- 
lish trading posts along the river, wili trade in 
all kinds of merchandise, and the returns will be 
in gold dust and furs. It will carry a complete 
assaying outfit and everything that a miner re- 
quires in taking out and testing valuable miner- 
al. It will also take anon. 2 sawmill to cut tim- 
ber for trading stations. The frame of the Weare 
was laid and fitted at Seattle, and she will be put 
together at St. Michael's Island. She will be 175 
feet long, 28 feet beam and 4 feet deep. The 
Yukon is only navigable during July, August. 
and September, and it is thought that for the 
present probably but three or four trips a year 
may be made.—New York Sun.

Why Lightning Usually Kills, 

Those who are unacquainted with the facts in 
the case often express surprise when told that not 
more than one man in 500 who has béen strack by 
lightning survives, and that with the larger ani- 
mals the ratio is stillemaller. In this age of in- 
vestigation (electric and otherwise) the layman 
can give expianations for natural phenomena that 
would have staggered the sucalled philosophers of 
olden times. Thus we find that the electro-motive 
force of lighting has been a subject of discussion 
for some time past, amateurs and experts alike 
taking part in the argument.

The Giant of All Timepieces. 

The greatest horological wonder in the world 
today isthe gigantic clock in the tower of the 
immense Public Building at Philadelphia. When 
everything is in running order this marvel of tha 
clockmaker’s art will be stationed a distance 
of 351 feet from the pavement. Its bell weighs 
between 20,090 and 25.000 pounds.and is the second 
son gem bell of kind in America, the great 
bell at Montreal being largest, weigh- 
ing 28,000 pounds. The dial of‘ this 
Philadelphia titan is twenty-five feet in diameter, 
and the striking hammeris as large as a pile 
driver weight. The minute hand is twelve and 
the hour hand nine feet in length. The machinery 
is arranged so that the clock will strike every 
fifteen minutes, the quarter. half, three-quarters. 
and hours. The Roman numerals on the face are 
each two feet eight inches in length, the dark 
part of the figures being three and a quarter 
inches in width.

WITH THE RESULT. 


Quotations for the Stocks B: eak—Activity 
a Feature of the Provision and Wheat 
Market with Considerable Nervousness 
—Pork the Only Hog Product That 
Holds Its Own—Liquidation in Lard and 
Ribs“Grain Markets Narrow but Gen- 


erally Stronger. 

The annual reports of the street railway com- 
panies and the action taken at the annual mect- 
ing were not received with enthusiasm in the 
stock market. West Chicago street railway stock 
declined to 211, although it was in strong demend 
Monday at 218. North Side stock was strong at 
the opening, but declined from 281% to 279% for 
the account. 

Full reports of the annual meetings will be 
found elsewhere. The action taken was, iu brief. 
to authorize the directorsto double the capital 
stock of both the North Side and West Side com- 
panies. President Yerkes stated to the stock- 
holders that it was the intention of the directors 
to issue at this time $500,000 North Side stock and 
$1,000,000 West Side. The proposition to give the 
directors this wide latitude of action, which at any 
time allows them to issue any amount of 
stock up to $20,000,000 West Side and $10,000,000 
North Side, was carried with practical 
unanimity, but it by no means meets 
with the hearty approval of the minority 
stockholders. Kickers were not prominent at the 
North Side meeting, but after the West Side 
meeting adjourned several of the stockholders 
who were present were decidedly vigorous in ex- 
pressing disapprobation of an action which put 
such unlimited authority into the hands of the 
directors. 

In the case of both roads the statements of 
earnings prove disappointing. While it is true

Traders have for some time supposed 
that it was a foregone conclusion that the West 
Side dividend rate will be raised for the present 
quarter to 9 per cent. In the light of 
the statement of earnings submitted yesterday 
it is now considered doubtful if such an increase 
ismade. the net earnings were $1,037,000 for the 
year, which is at the rate of but 9.3 per cent on 
the $11,000,000 stock on which dividends mnst 
now be earned.
